Electric Car Slid Slowly on Icy Rails 
Through Safety Gates and Against 


the Side of a Rushing 


Express.

NEWARK, Feb 19.—A trolley car crowd- 
ed with boys and girls on their way to 
£choo] this morning slid its locked wheels |! 
on slippery rails down the slight hill in 
Csifton Avenue, from Orange Street, 
crashed throfigh the railroad safety gates 
that had becn lowered, and out on the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
tracks just as an east-bound express train i 
sped over the crossing at a rate estimated | 
at thirty miles an hour. The car, moving 
B&lowly, but beyond the control of the mo- 
torman, struck the locorrotive in front of } 
the engineer's cab, and the train as it ; 
thundered past tore the car to pieces, kill- | 
ing eight of the young passengers and in- 
juring twenty-six more, some so seriously 
that they may not recover. 

There were 123 persons an the trolley car, 
according ta the conductor’s register. Al- ! 
most all of them were pupils of the high | 
school, which is about four blocks from the | 
®cene of the tragedy. A car of the size of 
the one wrecked holds 100 persons com- 
fortably. From that it may be judged how 
closely the passengers were crowded. The 
front and rear platforms were filled, and | 
boys clung to insecure positions on the 
Steps. 

“A death trap,’ was what the Mayor of } 
Newark in his last message called the 
crossing where the accident occurred, 
lies between two hills, over which the 
tracks of the North Jersey Street Railway 
Company run along Clifton Avenue. On the 
south of the railroad the hill rises at a 
gtade of about 5 per cent. for a distante of 
a@ little more than one block, or to a point 
a short distance beyond Orange Street. On 
the north the incline is about the same, but 
in that direction it rises for a little more 
than three blocks. 

Trolley cars going north or south on the 
Clifton Avenue line are required to stop at 
the ‘bottom of the hill before proceeding 
across the railroad tracks. Crossing gates 
are lowered at the approach of a train, 
but whether these gates are up or down, 
the stop must be made, according to the 
rules of the street car company, and the } 
Conductor must go ahead and see that the 
tracks are clear before the trolley car 
crosses. 

Ajl of these precautions, however, were 
useless yesterday. The gates were down, | 
the conductor was preparing to alight and 
Jock ahead, but the car; with its heavy load 
of children, did not stop, notwithstanding 
the motorman’s efforts. It slipped along 
over the icy rails and out on the railroad 
tracks. 

Those in the car and those crowded on 
the platforms had no time to escape. They 
Saw the car moving on toward the signal 
gates, but it was at such a slow pace that 
they believed it would halt any moment. 
Then the trolley car seemed to stop, ac- 
ccrding to survivors who were aboard and 
others who saw the accident from without. 
But it was only for an instant. ‘Then it 
moved on again, slowly, and ‘crashed 
against the wooden arms of the gates, 
snapping them off. 

Then the danger was realized by those 
» on the front platform. The boys and girls | 
screamed in terror as they saw the car 
move on to the tracks and heard the whistle 
and roar of the approaching passenger 
train. Some tried to break from their tight 
imprisonment; others were stupefied with 
, fear. But none had time to get away. 


SLID AGAINST THE TRAIN. 


A moment later the fast-moving train 
Was near, and then upon the crossing. The 
front “platform of the slipping car was 
scraped by the steam cylinder on the front 
of the locomotive. Then the “ hood,” that } 
part-of the roof of the car that extends 


» ver the platform, was struck by the pro- 


jection of the engineer’s cab. In an in- 
stant, as the engine and passenger cars sped 
Past, the front end of the car was torn to 
Pieces. The wreckage flew in all directions, 
but much of it was carried in the direction 
of the moving train. The passengers in 
the forward part of the car were thrown 
about and their torn bodies strewn along 
the track. 

Although only the front platform had 
been struck by the train and the trucks 
had not been knocked from the rails, the 
entire car seemed to fall apart. The roof 
caved in as the sides fell away, and those 
who were near at the time say it was re- 
markable that any in the crowded car

They were on the north 
side. Reining in their horses, they waited 
for the train to pass. Both saw the ap- 
proach of the train and the car and wit- 


| nessed the crash. Policeman Stucky said: 


**It was about 8:40 o'clock. As I drew up 
in front of the gates on the north side [I 
saw the trolley car descending the hill op- 
posite. It was moving very slowly as it 
approached the tracks, and it did not occur 
to me that it could fail to stop. I am cer- 
tain I saw it stop stone still for an in- 
stant, and then move along very slowly. 
It crashed into the gates, and the motor- 
man was screwing away at his brake, but 
the car did not stop. I had time to see it, 
for it was moving so much slower than the 
passenger train. 

“A moment later I saw there would be 
a collision, and the crash came. I couldn't 
see much of it until the train was past, for 

Was on the opposite side. But it was 
searcely a second until the train had run 
on past, and there I saw the wreck of the 
= ee the children screaming and cry- 
ng.”’ 

Stucky says he then turned and rode as 
fast as he could make his horse go to a 
patrol box two blocks away. From there 
he notified the police. One platoon at the 
Second Precinct Station, the nearest to the 
scene, was lining up to be sent out on 
patrol. They were dispatched to the cross- 
ing. Others responded later from other 
precincts, 

Ambulances and doctors were called sim- 
ultaneously, and surgeons came from ,S8t. 
Michael's, the German, and the City Hos- 
pitals. The three girls who were instantly 

‘Ned were removed to morgues. 

Policeman Stucky returned to the scene 
and aided in the work of rescue. He had 
helped remove three of the injured when he 


took hold of the hand of his dafghter Edna, 
sixteen years old. App tly she was 
lifeless. Frantically her“father tore away 


the timbers that held her and carried her 
to one side. A physician found that she had 
not been injured, but had been overcome by 
the excitement or stunned by the shock. 
She was revived and sent home, but is still 
ill and under a physician's care. 


SCATTERED IN THE SNOW. 


The mangled bodies of the boys and girls 
were lying in the snow, some a considerable 
distance from the railroad tracks. Severed 
hands, arms, and legs were strewn about. 
After the dead and injured had been re- 


moved the police gathered up watches, ear- 
tings, finger rings, chatelaine bags, nine- 
teen rubber shoes, several leather shoes, 
pieces of garments, schoolbooks, papers 
bearing essays and compositions—those the 
children had prepared to present at the 
school to-day—notes from friends, luncheon 
baskets, and other things. 

The motorman’s injuries were very seri- 
ous. At the hospital an operation was per- 
formed, two inches of his skull bone being 
removed. He has not regained conscidus- 
ness to-night and consequently nothing can 
be learned from him as to the accident. It 
is believed by the physicians that he cannot 
survive. 

Oscar Barcliffe, the engineer of the ex- 
press train, also was badly hurt. He was 
sitting at his window when the framework 
of his cab was shattered by contact with 
the “hood” of the trolley car. Splinters 
and glass pierced his face and body, and 
he suffered serious bruises. At the hospi- 
tal it was said to-night that his condition 
was serious. 

The. conductor of ‘the trolley car was 
George M. Gould. He was detained by the 

olice immediately after the accident, and 

ate in the afternoon was taken to the 
County Clerk’s office and held in $2,000 
bail on a chasge of manslaughter, 

To County Physician McKenzie he made 
a statement, saying that the car was 
crowded so that he could hardly make his 
way through. He did not remember the 
exact uumber of fares he collected, 
but thought it was 123. He said it was 
the custom for the car to stop before it 
reached the railroad tracks, and for the 
conductor to walk ahead and see that no 
train was approaching. € was in the mid. 
die of the car when the descent of the little 
hill was made, and he pushed and shoved 
to get to the end of the car so as to get 
out and look ahead. He said he was near 
the doox when the crash came. He did not 
think the car was near the tracks yet, for 
it had not stopped. He said he intended to 
mp to the ground as soon as it did stop. 

e did not know whether there was sand 
in en box for sprinkling on ‘icy rails: or 
not. 

There wes no session of the high school 
to-day. and none will be held until Tues- 
day.

THREE BLOWN TO PIECES 
IN FORT EXPLOSION 


Another Dead and Three More 
» May Die. 


EIGHT-INCH SHELL BURST. 


Disaster in One of the Filling Rooms 
at Fort Lafayette Off Fort Hamil- 


ton—Scene in Hospital When 


the’ Wounded Were 
Photographed. ~ 


Three men were instantly killed, a fourth 
fatally mangled, three more injured prob- 
ably fatally, and two others hurt in an ex- 
plosion of an eight-inch shell at 2:20 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon in one of the filling 
rooms in Fort Lafayette, the old fort just 
below. Fort Hamilton, which is used by 
the ordnance department of the navy for 
loading and unloading shells used on battle- 
ships and cruisers. 

The explosion made a great rumbling 
so@nd and shook the entire fort and was 
heard more than a mile away. The echoes 
had hardly died away before the soldiers 
in Fort Hamilton surmised what the matter 
was. They all knew that old Fort Lafay- 
ette was used by the navy for the storage 
of the most powerful explosives known to 
modern ordnance. Not only the soldiers, 
but the people generally in the Fort Hamil- 


|} ton section as soon as they heard the tre-

mendous report hurried to the water front, 
where they saw smoke coming out of the 
roof of the old fort. 

By this time the news from within the 
fort had been telephoned to the regimental 
headquarters at Fort Hamilton, where it 
was! immediately telephoned to Rear Ad- 
mira] Barker at the Navy Yard, who at 
once ordered Capts. Adams and Briggs 
and Surgeon Plummer to board a tug and 
hasten to the fort to see exactly what had 
happened, as well as to do all within their 
power to alleviate the sufferings of tye men 
who had not been killed outright in the 


filling room, 
When the naval officers reached the fill- 


ing room at the fort they found remnants 
of bodies of the victims scattered here and 
there.’ Three of the men had been literally 
blown to pieces. Those that were still 
living were being cared for as much as 
possible by the army surgeons from Fort 
Hamilton and the mei who were at work 
at other parts of Fort Lafayette. 

Capt. Creamer of.the Fort Hamilton Po- 
lice Station was also there by that time, 
and was a witness of the heartrending 
sight in the filling room. “It simply can- 
not be described,”’ said Capt. Creamer, “ it 
Was so terrible.’ 4 

THE DEAD AND INJURED.

Four of the wounded were removed from 
the fort to the regimental hospital ashore 
by the navy yard tug, after a long and 
tedious effort to get through the ice to 
the little landing just below Fort Hamilton. 
The men were lifted from the tug by sol- 
diers and placed in the police patrol wagon, 
in which they were transferred to the hos- 
pital, where Surgeon Major Powell and 
Lieut. Walter Webb of the post, Dr. Plum- 
mer of the navy yard, and Dr. Agar of 
Fort Hamilton, a civilian physician, made a 


quick examination. It did not take long 
for them to confirm their previously formed 
opinions that an operation in any of the 
four cases would result in death to the 
patient from shock. 

There were probably half a dozen sick 
soldiers in the: -ward when the powder- 
blackened forms sf the four victims of the 
explosion were brought in. Each of the 
four was as black us ebony, so severe had 
been the burning and sccrehing that re- 
sulted from an explosion of kegged and 
canned powder that immediately followed 
the bursting of the shell. The hospital or- 
derlies and stewards had been prepared 
for what was coming, and bandages, oil, 
and opiates were ready for immediate use 
when the wounded men. were brought in. 
Wherever possible splinters and pieces of 
iron were,jaken from the wounds, the in- 
juries dressed, and oil was poured on the 
men’s burns. * 

Munder died within a few hours of the 
explosion. The other thfee were also ex- 
pected to die, but at a late Dope it was 
announced that they were still living and 
that each might live through the night. 


INCIDENT IN HOSPITAL. 
Probably the most pathetic and at the 
same time, in'the opinion of many who wit- 
nessed it, one of the most uncalled-for inci- 
dents of the scene of suffering in the little 
hospital at Fort Hamilton occurred about 


5:30 o'clock. A newspaper man asked Dr. 
Powell, the Surgeon Major, if he could take 
a picture by the long-exposure method of 
the interior of the ward, in which the 
three dying men were being attended to. 
Dr. Powell consented. Then, With several 
orderlies and a soldier’or two and another 
Surgeon, said to be attached to the navy, 
he went to the cot on which poor Clancy 
was suffering. 

The photographer after a few trials said 
that he could not get a picture by the 
method he promised to follow, and asked 

rmission to move closer and take a flash-~ 
ight photograph of the unfortunate man. 
Dr. Powell d to that, and the pho- 
tographer t his stand a few feet, dis- 
tant from the bed. Capt. Briggs retired to 
the back of the room. eapre i ree 
head was uncovered, and an erly! ifted 
his bru right arm up so that it might 
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\ . 
show in the picture, while Dr. Powell and 
the others grouped themselves around the 
cot. Then the flashlight was set off, a 
dense cloud of smoke ascended to the ceil- 

ng, while on a cot a few feet away one 0 
the other two men, who were in agony, 
{ifted- his body as if in his unconsciousness 
the report reminded him of the explosion 
in which he a few hours previous had been 
a victim. , 

The other two wounded men—MeMullen 
and Lohmuller—were not removed from 
Fort Lafayette, the accommodations being 
sutticiont to permit of their being treated 

ere. 

Fort Lafayette is in charge of Gunner 
James, McDermott of the navy. He left 
the filling room about two minutes before 
the explosion occurred. When he heard the 
report he immediately returned, and his 
description of the sight that met his eyes 
follows: : H 

The filling room,” said he, “is a room 
50 by 25 feet. I had just left it. when 
the shell exploded. Of course I ‘knew that 
something terrible had happened, and I 
naturally, in the line of duty, hurried back 
to see whai it was. On opening the door 
as horrible a sight as ever a man witnessed 
met my gaze. On the floor was poor 
Rothan’s head, in another part of the 
room were Doser's, legs, while in other 
places were arms and other portions of 
the terribly mutilated bodies of the victims. 

The powder in the cans a kegs had 
added to the horror of the scene by setting 
fire to the bodies of the dead. The wood- 
work was also on fire. 1 immediately or- 
dered a_ line of hose brought into the room 
and had the water played on the wounded, 
putting ouc the fire in their garments, and 
then turned it on the woodwork and extin- 
guished that. Of course, I lost no time in 
notifying headquarters of what had hap- 
pened. In the meantime, with the assist- 
ance of the other men at the fort, I did 
what I could to help the injured. 

“As to the extent of the damage to the 
fort, a part of the shell went through 
the roof. The powder, in keg and cans, 
assisted the shell in its destructive work, 
and the roof looked as if it had been 
lifted up and then dropped back in place 
again with a great hole twelve feet square 
es There were also two holes in the 

yalls.’’ , 

From another source it was learned that 
there also exploded a can containing powder 
that was being taken from the shell, the 
men having been in the act of unloading it 
when the explosion occurred. 


THE EXPLOSION’S CAUSE. 
As to the cause of the explosion, Rear 


Admiral Barker sent the following dispatch 
to the Navy Department at Washington: 

“While extracting fuse from an ¢ight- 
inch sheli at Fort Lafayette, the shell ex- 
ploded, killing three civilian employes and 
wounding others seriously. Board of offi- 
cers bow investigating.” 

A fortunate as well as a remarkable part 
of the saree is that none of the high 
explosives in other’ parts of the fort was 
exploded by the concussion that followed 
the explosion of the shell. This is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the powder 
that exploded was loose to a degree and 
hence did not have sufficient detonating 
power. In the northwestern part of the 
fort is stored guncotton, and it gvas said 
at the fort that there was enough guncot- 
ton in the fort to have blown up Long 
Island,had the concussion been sufficient 
to explode it. 

The bodies of the men who were killed 
were removed to the Fort Hamilton Police 
Station to await the action of the Coroner. 
When the remains of the bodies were 
searched, in the pockets of one of the 
trousers of one victim was found a monkey- 
wrench, which was not broken, although it 
was twisted to such an extent that it looked 
more like a corkscrew than the wrench it 
really was. 

On the floors of the filling room it was 
said were found several bunches of keys, 
some twisted out of shape, and in another 
place was a watch that had been blown out 
of the victim’s pocket and not damaged. A 
crisp five-dollar note, also found on the 
floor, was absolutely andamaged. 

None of the naval officers would talk 
about the cause of the accident. Capt. 
Adams said all he knew: about it was who 
the dead and injured were. 

‘At any rate,’ said he, “that’s all I 
am going to tell you, and that ends it, for 
when I say ‘no,’ I mean it. The reason 
I give you the namés is because the people 
of the men may happen to see them in 
the papers.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Admiral O'Neil, 
Chief of Ordnance, said that several months 
ago he had issued orders for the removal 
of the greater part of the ammunition 
stored at Fort Lafayette to the new naval 
mugazine on Iona Island, forty miles up the 
Hudson. 

He assumed that this order had been 
pretty nearly fulfilled at the time of the 
explosion. In that case the stock on the 
island would be very small, made up mostly 
of the temporarily deposited ammunition 
of naval ships going into dry dock at New 
York. 


Fort Lafayette is one of the famous land- 
marks of New York Harbor. It was built 


during the war of 1812, on a ledge of rock 
that extended out into the Narrows off the 


Long Island shore at a point just below 
where Fort Hamilton is situated, 


An artificial island was formed by cut- 
ting off this ledge about 200 yards from the 
shore, the fort being built on the island. 
The ledge was then known as Diamond 
Ledge and the fort was named Fort Dia- 
mond, but when Lafayette visited this 
country it was renamed Fort Lafayette’in 
his honor. 

The structure is of brick, and is circular 
in shape. Openings were made in the 
building through which the guns were 
pointed, the openings being arranged to 
command the entrance to the channel. The 
fort's armament then consisted of seventy- 
two thirty-two-pounders. In the civil war, 
however, these guns were replaced by a 
battery of heavy ordnance of the Parrott 
type? 

The garrison then consisted of 500 men 
under Col. Martin Burke, and the chief 
use to which the fort was put was as a 
prison for disloyal persons and political 
captives. Among those who were confined 
there were Gen. Charles P. Stone, who\was 
accused o? disloyalty, but later vindicated; 
Col. Thomas, alias Zarvona, and “ the 
French ee 

In the Winter of 1868-9 the interior of 
Fert Lafayette, with the fortunate excep- 
tion of the penne. magazine, was destroyed 
by fire. The armament was ruined. The 
fort cost $318,305. Since the fire it has been 
used as a place for storing high explosives 
and for various other things in the line of 
ordnance. 


DR. ALICE H. BURDICK KILLED. 


Struck by a Train, and Her Son, a Phy- 
sicians Was Accidentally Sum- 
moned to Aid Her. 

PASSAIC, N. J., Feb. 19.—Dr. Alice H. 
Burdick, sixty years old, who practiced

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‘QUAY JOINS IN FIGHT 
ON THE GANAL TREATY 


Smashes. Party Programme by 
Aipuatee ns Tactics. 


The President Announces That He Will 


Call an Extra Session Unless the 
Colombian.and Cuban Treaties 
Are Ratified. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Just when the 
Way séemed clear to force a vote on the 
Panama Canal treaty the situation in the 
Senate took a surprising turn to-day. It 
was the purpose of the Republican leaders 
to tire out Senator Morgan with a night 
session, but Senator Quay Smashed the 
whole programme: by allying himself. with 
the Alabamian in filibustering tactics. 

In consequence, an extraordinary session 
of the Senate is possible. President Roose- 
velt announced to a delegation of Senators 
who called upon him to-day that unless 
the canal. and Cuban treaties were rati- 
fied before March 4 he would call such a 
session. 

Only an hour and twenty minutes was 
spent in open session by the Senate to-day, 
the time. being devoted to routine business 
and passing bills of no great general im- 
portance. Senator Bailey,’ by a vote of the 
Senate, obtained consideration of the Sa- 
bire Pass Port bill, but a vote was not 


; reached. Then the Senate, went into ex- 
ecutive session. 

Senator Morgan was on hand to con- 
tinue his long speech against the canal 
treaty. As soon as the doors were closed, 
however, Senator Quay took the floor and 
gave notice that he should not stand by 
the alleged agreement made Tuesday in 
the Republican conference; 

He declared that he had been deceived 
by the representation that the option for 
the purchase of the Panama Canal prop- 
erty would lapse on March 4. The news- 
papers the following morning had con- 
tained statements to the effect that an ex- 
tension of the agreement had been ob- 
tained by Secretary Hay, and there was 
therefore no such pressing necessity for 
laying aside the Statéhood bill and taking 
up the Panama treaty as had been de- 
scribed in the conference. 

A broad smile irradiated the face of Sen- 
ator Morgan. The statement by the Penn- 
sylvanian was a thorough surprise to the 
majority Senators. . They were anxiots to 
go on with the business of tiring out Mr. 
Morgan and reaching a vote on the treaty. 


MR. QUAY FILIBUSTERS. 


Senator Cullom saw at once that the vote 
on the treaty was further off than it would 
have been with only the Alabama Senator 
to contend with.. Mr. Quay’s move for the 
time nonplused Mr. Cullom, and the ad- 
vocates of early action on the. treaty. 
They had not suspected him of any genuine 
hostility to the Panama Canal. He_ had 


expressed in the conference ‘Tuesday the 
opinion that the treaty was of paramount 
importance and had said he was willing 
to stand aside for a time to dispose of it. 

Mr. Quay at. once made it apparent that 
hée Was there the purpose of filibuster- 
ing. He began by sending to the desk the 
Constitution of the United States of Co- 
lombia, which he asked should be read. 
The reading clerk started in, and the Sen- 
ators lounged back in their chairs or went 

into ‘the qoak rooms to pass the time as 
best they tould. No interruption broke the 
monotony of the reading, and for two hours 
it went on in the droning voice of the clerk. 

Mr. Quay took the copy of the Colombia 
Constitution from a large pile of docu- 
ments which lay on his desk. Senator 
Aldrich objected to the reading, saying 
that evidently the proceeding was merely 
intended for the purpose~of delay. Sen- 
ator Quay replied. that he would ask to 
have nothing read which would not throw 
light upon the subject. It.was then agreed 
that ‘for the present and until it should 
become evident that the reading was for 
delay "’ it should continue. 

After the reading of the Constitution 
Senator Depew (Rep., N. Y..) asked if the 
translation was. correct.. Senator Mason 
(Rep., Ill.,) rome that it was; which as- 
surance Mr. epew said. was thoroughly 
satisfactory. 

Senator Morgan then continued the speech 
he began yesterday. He quoted from the 
treaty the clause providing for the lease of 
the canal zone, and from the act of last 
June, which authorized the President to 
acquire perpetual control of a strip of land 
six miles in width. He charged that the 
two were utterly inconsistent. 
| The presentation of this point led to an 

animated debate. Senators Rawlins, (Utah,) 
| Bacon, (Ga.,) and Daniel (Va.) were omen 
the speakers on the Democratic side an 
Senators Hoar, (Mass..) Spooner, (Wis.,) 
and Depew among the Republicans. 

In the main the Democratic Senators con- 
tended that the treaty does not coincide 
with the terms of the act, and that, there- 
fore, another act of appropriation would 
be necessary before the treaty could be 
made effective. The Republicans pointed 
out that the lease provision in the treaty 
looked to continual .renewal, which in 
effect would give ‘ perpetuai control.”’ 

Mr. Quay asked Mr. Morgan at 5:30 
e’clock if he was willing to devine and 
moved to adjourn. The vote resultet, 15 
yeas to 36 nays. Senator Teller (Dem., 
Col.,) moved.to take a recess. This mo- 
tion also was voted down. Mr. Teller then 
said that nothing would be gained by harsh 
measures, and Senator Cullom accepted 
this view, and himself moved a recess until 
8 P. M. There .was no opposition, and 
the Senate dispersed a few minutes before 
6 o'clock. 

When the Senate reconvened, at 8 o'clock, 
\there were few members present and the 
presiding officer scarcely had called those 
present to order when the point of no 
quorum was made. After thirty:five min- 
utes a quorum was obtained ana Senator 
Morgan proceeded until 11;0’clock, when, 
on motion of Senator Cullom, the Senate 
took a recess until 11 o’clock to-morrow. 
Mr. en was not willing to suspend at 
11 o'clock and said he was quite prepared 
to continue. 

Senator Morgan devoted his evening dis- 
course largely to the relation of the Colom- 
bian Government to the Catholic Church. 
He quoted at length the concordat between 
the Pope and the President of the republic 
and asserted that the Isthmian Government 
is practically dictated by the Catholic 
Church, and especially by the Jesuit order. 
This, he said, would be true in the ¢anal 
zone as well as in other parts of the coun- 
try, and he contended that if the treaty 
should be ratified the United States would 
find that it had entered ino an undesirable 
and un-American alliance. 

Just before the close of, the session Sena- 
tor Cullom sought unanimous consent to fix 
a time for a vote next Saturday, but Sena- 
tor Morgan objected... Senator Quay also 
said that he would object unless an agree- 
ment to vate on the Statehood bill also 
could be obtained. 


‘PUZZLED BY QUAY’'S ACTION. 


The Republican Senators who oppose the 
Statehood bill do not accept Mr. Quay’s 
explanation of his moti*e for not keeping 
the agreement made Tuesday in the Re- 
publican conference, They assert he has 
discovered that His scheme of passing the 
Statehood bill as q rider on the Post Office 
Appropriation bill will not command the 


8 of the. Democrats, and he has 

made a flank movement to force the Re- 
ublican opposition to surrender and agree 
o.a direct vote on the bill. 

Another view which has some currency is 
that certain transcontinental railroad inter- 
ests, which have been opposed to ‘the canal, 
inspired this new form of attack on the 
treaty. It is pointed out that it came just 
at the point of time when it was pro 
to force night sessions and wear out - 
tor Morgan. With Mr. Quay taking up 
fight, the Alabama Senator is able to take 
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a-rest and make ready for his final effort 
later when his opposition will ‘be more ef- 
fective than now. p 

The friends of the Statehood bill declare 
that the move is simply determined tactics 
on Mr. Quay’s part to compel his oppo- 
nents to come to.terms. The latter seem 
now disposed to ery that it is the Pennsyl- 
vania Senator who is obetrucens usiness 
and not the opposition to. Statehood. 

The best analysis of the action of Sena- 
tor Quay, however, is that he expects to 
force the absolute surrender of the oppo- 
sition to Statehood by opposing those meas- 
ures most desired. to..be pas by the ma- 
jority Senators. He has chosen the Pana- 
ma treaty because it was up. It would 
have been the same if it had been the Cu- 
ban treaty. 

As the session shortens his fighting tac- 
tics will grow. more desperate and guerilla- 
like. He knows he cannot rely on the Dem- 
ocrats to back him-in passing a Statehood 
rider on any appropriation bill or he would 
cormcentrate his fire on such legislation. 

It is believed that when the Cuban treaty 
is taken up, if it is decid to take it up 
at all this session, Mr. Quay will oppose 
that also, and in that case he wou be 
supported by. the Democrats. In fighting 
the canal treaty he is see the con- 
test onl™by the sufferance of his Demo- 
cratic allies, who are for the treaty as 
‘much as the majority Senators. 

A further consideration in r rd to the 
plan of passing the Statehood bill as a 
rider is that notice has been given to Mr. 
gus that if in the last event he should 

e able to hold his forces together and pass 
the Post Office Appropriation bill with the 
rider, the Republican Senators opposed to 
the Statehood bill would filibuster against 
the Appropriation bill and defeat its final 
passage. The Republican Senators would 
do = even at the risk of forcing an extra 
session. , 


REPUBLICAN LEADERS FIRM. 
One of the Republican leaders said to-day, 
however, that there wouJd be no extra 
session of Congress, And there was no need 
of one, as it would be possible in the last 
hour of the session to pass a joint resolu- 
tion continuing appropriations for the pos- 


tal service in bulk. This would be attempt- 
ed on the theory that the friends of State- 
hood would not dare at the last moment, 
when it would be a Prac impossibility 
to pass and engross the bill so that it 
could be sent to the President for his ap- 
proval, to strangle the postal service. 

In this way, said the Senator on whose 
authority the statement is made, all the 
appropriation bills could be passed and the 
fs atehood bill would be killed at the same 
time. 

It is important in this connection to_note 
the unequivocal statement from the Presi- 
dent to-day that he would call the Senate 
in extra session unless the Cuban’and Pan- 
ama treaties were ratified before March 4. 
It is generally accepted that if Senator 
Quay extends his filibustering to the Cu- 
ban treaty there will be an executive ses- 
sion of the Senate soon after the adjourn- 
ment of Congress. 


CUBAN:ACTION ON TREATY. 
HAVANA, Feb. 19.—The report on the 
reciprocity treaty with the United States 
was read and adopted this afternoon at a 
meeting of the Senate Committee on For- 


eign Relations. 

Senator Bustamente,’ Chairman of the 
committee, and other committeemen stated 
positively after the meeting that the treaty 
would be reported. to-morrow and that no 
amendments would be recommended. 

The report contains estimates, based on 
official and other information, showing 
the advantageous effeets of the treaty.

EMPEROR WILLIAM 
DEFINES HIS CREED. 


Letter from His Majesty Appears in a 
German Weekly—He Believes in 
“the One and Only God.” 


BERLIN, Feb. 19:—The discussion which 
has been going on recently on the subject 
of the Jewish religion under the heading 
of “Babel and Bible,’’. has called forth a 
letter signed by the German Emperor in 
a Leipsic weekly; in which he defines his 
own position. 

The Emperor, addressing himself to the 
theories of Prof. Delitsch, one of the con- 


troversialists, says that he thinks Delitsch 
made a great mistake in approaching the 
question of revelation in a polemic spirit. 
The letter Jays down the following con- 
clusions arrived at by Emperor William: 
‘“‘T believe in the one and only God. We 
may need a form in order to teach His 
existence, es mf for our children. This 
form has hitherto een the Ola Testament. 
The present version of this will be posi- 
tively and substantially modified under the 
influence of research through inscriptions 
and. excavations. That does not matter. 
Neither does it matter that much of the 
nimbus of the Chosen People will thereby 


disappear. 

? Phe kernel. of the contents of the Old 
Testament will remain always the same— 
God and His works. Religion has never 
been the result of science, but the pour- 
ing out of. the heart and being of man 
from intercourse with God.”

ed to the Rapid Transit Commission yes- 
terday by its Chief Engineer, William Bar- 
clay Parsons. His proposed changes, which 
the Mayor and the commission will push 
rapidly, include the following: 

A new subway from Forty-second Street 
and Broadway, down Broadway to Four- 
teenth ¢ Street, thence down University 
Place, Wooster Street, and Church Street 
to the Battery, connecting at both ends 
with stations of the tunnel now being built,» 

An east side subway, beginning at Park 
Avenue and Fortieth Street, running under 
the Grand Central Station, and_ thence te 
Lexington Avenue, traversing the aven 
to the other side ef the Harlem River” 
meeting the original subway line at Mott 
Haven. 


second Street from Broadway to Seventh 
Avenue, connecting ‘he Broadway tunnel 
line with the new station of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad at Seventh Avenue and 
Thirty-third Street. 

Branch line from the Lexington Avenue 
road westward under One Hundred and 
Tenth Street, connecting the east side line 
with the one now being constructed up 
Lenox Avenue. 

Elevated extension of the present rapid 
transit road up’ the Southern Boulevard, 
beginning at the present terminal (Bronx 
Park) and running toward Westchester. 

Triangular branch of the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railroad, beginning at Fifty-third 
Street and Ninth Avenue, running west-

A third track on the elevated railroad’s 
west side branch from One Hundred and 
Sixteenth to One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
Street, and convenient connections between « 
the elevated road and the Putnam Division 
of the New York Central Railroad at One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street. 

Periodic junctions between the tracks of 
the New York Central and the subway and 
elevated systems, as well as junctions with 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford, 
including elaborate connections under the 
Grand Central Station and a service in 
which suburban trains of the steam rail- 
roads wll be enabled to take their passen- 
gers all the way down town on the line of 
the subway. 

Removal of the New York Central's sur- 
face tracks on the west side of thig bor- 
ough below Fifty-ninth Street to an ele- 
vated structure, this structure to be for 
passenger as well as freight use, and to be

THE "PLAN ALL-EMBRACING. 


As soon as Mr. Parsons's report had been 
read to the board Mayor Low moved that 
an early public hearing be held on it. Next 
Thursday at 2:30 o'clock ,was the time de- 
termined on, and the meeting will be in 
the Rapid Transit Commission’s rooms. at 
320 Broadway. There was no voice of ob- 
jection as Secretary Burrows read ths 
plans. In addition to Commissioners Orr, 
Starin, and Langdon, and Controller Grout, 
there were present many interest specta- 


tors, including prominent real estate men, 
who took copious notes of the proceedings. 

It is Mr. Parsons’s assertion that not a 
district of the Boroughs of Manhattan, 
Bronx, and Queens has been left unprovid- 
ed for in this comprehensive scheme. The 
expenditure involved would be between 
$45,000,000 and $50,000,000, of which the city 
would bear half. The commission, includ- 
ing the Mayor and Controller, will see that 
speedy action is taken on the subject by 
the Aldermen and Board of Estimate. 
There may be minor changes in the plan, 
but President Orr and his associates are 
confident it will be approved in substance 
before many months have passed. 

A significant fact is that August Bel- 
mont, who now controls both the subway 
and the elevated systems of the city, has 
expressed his agreement with Mr. Par- 
sons's sugestions. This fact was brought 
out in the report. There is to be no clash 
between the city officials ‘and the railway 
men, it is said, unless the hiteh comes from 
the direction of the steam railroad com- 
panies. After the commission’s meeting 
was over President Orr said: 

“Our efforts of years have been directed 
toward an eventual complete system of 
rapid transit for all the boroughs. Now 
we have the plans for three of the bor- 
oughs, and those for Brooklyn and Rich- 
mond will be ready soon. Such a perfect 
scheme as ts proposed would have been 
impossible under the old régime. We could 
do nothing with Mr. Gould, but now that 
Mr. Belmont is at the head of the elevated 
roads the plan will be simple of accom- 

lishment.” ;

Owing to the debt limit and the courts, 
the Chief Engineer said, the commission 
had to lay out the first subway to accom- 
modate both sides of the city at once, 
whereas each side ought to have had its 
own by this time.

RIGHTS TO UNDERGROUND ROAD.

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JUDGES IN THE 
FIELD OF POLITICS 


Justice Goodrich Protests Against 
a “ Vicious Invasion.” 


What He Says About Those Who May 
Have the Buzzing of the Bee 
in Their Bonnet. 


Presiding Justice W. W. Goodrich of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
Second Department, speaking at the annual 
dinner of the Brooklyn Bar Association at 
the Brooklyn Glub last evening, protested 
against what he termed “ the vicious inva- 
sion which is threatening the usefulness 
of the bench" and decried the ‘‘ Judge who 
is listening with expectant ear to the bee of 
political preferment buzzing in his bonnet.” 

It was thought by many who were pres- 
ent that Justice Goodrich intended his 
speech/to refer to the situation of Judge 
Alton B. Parker as a Presidential possibilli- 
ty. Justice Goodrich responded to the toast 
‘Judge, Only,” and he said in part; 

“Of recent years, possibly because the 
herees of the civil war are ‘ passing over to 
the majority,’ political managers have been 
looking to the bench with longing eyes for 
candidates for the great executive offices 
of Governor and President. The efforts 
which were made in this State last year to 
secure such a candidate for the office of 
Governor are too recent to be forgotten. 
Everlasting honor to the Judges who re- 
fused to be tempted by the insidious at- 
tack. They recognized the incompatability 
between judicial tenure and political candi- 
dacy. 

“I shall speak concerning abstract prin- 
ciples, without reference to concrete cases 
or covert allusion to dny individuals what- 
ever, and solely because I fee] impelled to 
raise my solemn protest against the vicious 
invasion which is threatenfig the useful- 
ness and the independence of the bench. 
The Judge who'ls listeniiig with expectant 
ear to the bee of political preferment buzz- 
ing in his bonnet is already crippled in* 
his usefulness, 

“The law is a jealous mistress, and As- 
traea, starry Goddess of Justice, becomes 
the stern and unrelenting enemy of her 
ministers who hesitate or halt in their al- 


legiance to her despotic rule. Let us have 
no judicial temptation to ‘ play to the gal- 
leries;’ no hungering after the flesh-pots 
of Egypt; no opinions suggestive of the 
writer's views of his own availability as a 
candidate. 

** Election to judicial station is the highest 
praise that the people can accord to any 
man; and with it and in the line of logical 
and legitimate promotion to higher judicial 
oftice let every Judge be absolutely and 
wholly content. Along the track ot judicial 
preferment, a competent and faithful Judge 
should have the paramount right of way; 
ang the people emphasized this principle at 
our last election. 

“The judicial office should be at once 
the cradle of duty and the grave of polit- 
ical ambition. Nor does this involve any 
self-denial. The office of Chief Judge or 
the Court of Appeals of this great State is 
greater than the office of Governor. 

“The office of Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States is greater 
than the office of President. Abandon- 
ment of any high judicial position for 
doubtful political candidacy would repeat 
Aesop's fable of the dog dropping the meat 
for its watery shadow. 

“There is another side to my _ subject, 
and that is the necessity of implicit judi- 
cial obedience to constitutional authority, 
not merely to exact language but to its 
intention. ‘For,’ as St. Paul says, ‘ the 
letter killeth, but the spirit giveth life.’ 
From the earliest Constitution of this State 
down to the present, there runs the con- 
sistent idea that the higher Judges should , 
be cagdidates for no other office. The‘ 
later Constitutions declare void all votes 
for them for other than judicial office. 
.*IT am aware that the Constitution has 
no power beyond the confines of the State, 
and that it may therefore be said that its 
provisions do not relate to votes for the 
office of President, but the reason and 
spirit of the provision affdct equally Fed- 
eral and State candidature. 

“The framers of the Constitution pro- 
vided that no person should be eligible to 
the Legislature who within 100 days pre- 
vious to his election had been a member 
of Congress or held certain Federal offices 
because the Legislature elects United 
States Senators and the prevention of Med- 
eral influence w4s considered to be an im- 
perative necenetty. By parity of reason the 
spirit of the inhibition relates to votes for 
residential Electors. 

“ All elections for the President and the 
Legislature are under State law, which the 
State Judges have sworn to uphold and 
conserve. Thus it might happen that a 
Judge nominated for Federal office would 
be called upon to determine a question rela- 
tive to his own election. 

“Of course, if a J:dge should be nomi-

Mayor Low Commends Methods 
for Arbitrating Differences. 
The Idea Should Be Carried Out, He 


Says, in Other Lines of Busi- 
ness and Trade.

More than three hundred guests attended. 
Mayor Low, ‘who headed the list of speak- 
ers, cOminended the manner in which the 
newspaper publishers had formed their ar- 
bitration arrangements* with certain 
branches of organized labor. @ 


Charles H. Taylor, Jr., of Boston, the 
President of the association, presided at the 
guests’ table, at which were seated Mayor 
Low, Simeon Ford, C. W. Hornick, Fred- 
eric Driscoll, James M. Lynch, Comngress- 
man Samuel W. McCall, Henry D. Esta- 
brook, A. A, McCormick, J. J. Freel, and 
M. P. Higgins. In the galleries were. many 
women who listened to the addresses. 

The Mayor was in a happy vein, and he 
started his subject of ‘‘My Friends, the 


Newspapers,”’ by talking of the imagination 

f newspaper men. He said that the imag- 
ination had made him Mayor of Brooklyn 
twice, but in Manhattan the imagination 
had to work twice before it made him 
Mayor of New York. He said he had been 
informed that in meeting the newspaper 
publishers he was meeting the men who 
tramed the policies of the newspapers. 

“IT am glad to learn this,”’ he said, “ for 
I had come to believe the newspapers ran 
wildcat. Now, I know they are like the 
submarine boats, and have to come to the 
surface from time to time to get breath.” 

‘There is one thing I wish to commend 
particuipely in the conduct of newspapers,” 

e continued, ‘“‘and this is the arbitration 
committee the publishers have formed to 
settle differences between the employers 
and the employes. It is an idea that should 
be carried out in other lines of. business 
and-trade. Compulsory arbitration can ac- 
complish little, but arbitration based on 
mutual ee and consents can do 
the greatest imaginable good between Jabor 
and capital.’’ ‘ 

Gen. Taylor was absent on account of 
fliness, and Henry D. Estabrook, attorney 
for the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
followed Mayor Low. Mr. Estabrook, .an 
Omaha man, but a resident of Chicago be- 
fore coming to New York recently, lauded 
the West. His speech was in a semi- 
humorous vein, and when he concluded the 
diners cheered him until he bowed his ac- 
knowledgments. 

“When I was considering going to Chica- 
go,’’ he said, “I wrote a friend there asking 
him what chance there was for an honest, 
upright, conscientious, and Christian law- 
yer, He wrote me to come along; I would 
find no opposition. I think the same ap- 

lied in a measure when I came to New 

ork, although some have been mean 
enough to doubt the qualifications I attrib- 
uted to myself.”’ 

Simeon Ford spoke on ‘‘ How Much Eas- 
ier It Is to Run a Newspaper Than a 
Hotel,” and said that all a hotel man had 
to do was to open his hotel and his guests 
would tell him how to run it. He made 
many amusing allusions to the branches of 
the newspaper business, describing his fa- 
millarity with editors, several reporters, 
and ‘‘a million or more” advertising so- 
licitors. “The publisher, however, is a 
new one on me,” he éaid. ‘I can’t figure 
out what he does for a living.’’ 

Congressman McCall spoke on “ The Sins 
of Publishers,’’ and said there were no such 
sins known. Charles W. Hornick of The 
St, Patil Dispatch spoke on ‘‘ The Eastern 
Tiger and the Western Wildcat.” It was

BOUGHT BAD BANK STOCK. 


Monmouth Trust Company Got 381 
Shares of the First National of As- 
bury Park on Day of Failure. 
Special to The N. York Times. 
ASBURY PARK, N.'J., Feb. 19.-Offictals 
of the Monmouth Trust Company will be 
called upon soon to testify as to the inner 
workings of that collapsed institution dnd 
the methods said to have brought its down- 
fail. One transaction which just now is 
being subjected to close scrutiny by Bank 
Examiner Vredehburgh is the purchase by 


the trust company on the day the First 
National Bank failed of 381 shares of the 
stock of the latter concern for $44,875, or 
$117 per share. 

This same. stock was being offered on the 
street at the time for $60 per share. Treas- 
urer David C. Cornell of the trust company 
made an affidavit to-day to the effect that 
the purchase of the bank stock wag not 


; authorized by the Directors of his institu- 


tion either at a general or special meeting. 
Examiner Vredenburgh says it was the 
purchase of this stock at a fictitious valua- 
tion that precipitated the disaster to the 
trust company. No better indication, of 
the trust company's condtiion is given than 
in “the statement that only about $14,000 
was on hand when the concern closed its 
doors to meet bills amounting to $60,000, 
besides nearly $8,000 owed to banks and 
payabie on demand, 
xaminer Vredenburgh says he believes 
several of the Directors of the trust com- 
ony xe not financially able to meet their 
ebilitles. The total liability of the Direct- 
ors as payers is $85,352.92, and as indorsers 
$55,830. 


MORE CITY PENSIONERS. 


Bill at Albany Provides a Fund for the 
Building Bureaus. 


ALBANY, Feb. 19.—A bill.to establish a 
pension fund with thé New York City Bu- 
reaus of Bulldings was introduced to-day 
by Assemblyman Bostwick. The project 
is promulgated at the instance of Superin- 
tendent Perez M. Stewart, and is said to 
have the approval of Mayor Low. It makes 
provision for pensioning employes who are 
permanently digabled or who have served 
twenty years, 

The fund would be raised by a charge 
of. $5 for each search of the records of, the 
department as to the condition of a build- 
ing, and fees for transcripts and copies of 
records. This would have raised last year 
at least $4,000. The fund will be in the 
custody of the Controller, and borough ac- 
counts would have to be kept separately. 

The Superintendents of Buildings for the 
five boroughs would constitute the Trustees 
of the fund, and establish rules and regula- 
tions for its administration. They would 
report-to the Mayor, and would receive no 
Salary from the fund. 

The ‘Brustees would have. power to grant 
to any employe in any bureau of buildings 
who should, in consequence of the perform- 
ance of his duty and without any fault or 
misconduct on hig part, have become per- 


manently disabled a pension of not to ex- 
ceed ‘one-half nor less’ than one-fourth of 
his salary. 

When an officer or employe should die 
in the service from disease or injuries due 
to the performance of his duties, a pension 
of $300 annually would be granted to his 
widow so long as she remains a widow, or 
to children under eighteen years old.

WHISKY COST IN COURT. 


Jury Directed by Judge Hazel How to 
Estimate the Damages of a 
Breach of Contract. 
Ex-Senator William Lindsay of Kentucky 
secured for a client yesterday a judgment 
for $50,000 against Paris, Allen & Co. of 
this city, handlers of distillers’ products. 
The judgment was granted on a point of 
law raised before Judge Hazel in the Unit-

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THEATRICAL WAR NOW ON 


Weber & Fields Join the Indepen- 
dent Agency Forces. 


Assertion Made That the Opposition to 
the Syndicate Is Strong Enough 
for Active Competition. 


The Independent Booking Agency, which 
was established last June by James K. 
Hackett, -H. G. Fiske, Matrice Campbell, 
and others, with the avowed intention of 
forming a circuit of theatres to enable 
managers to book their attractions on dif- 
ferent terms from those offered by the syn- 
dicate, represented by Klaw & Erlanger, 
announced last night that its cireult had 
been completed and that it was now ready 
to compete with the syndicate in nearly 
every city of theatrical importance in the 
United States. 

The Independent Agency representatives 
said that they had obtained the support, 
eirectly or indirectly, of many theatre own- 
érs and producers of attractions, the most 
important being Weber and Fields, who 
now appear in active opposition to Klaw 
and Erlanger. 

That this firm had broken away from the 
syndicate caused astonishment in theatrical 
circles last night, and their- announcement 
of the fact was taken as the first sign of 
the active war which is to be waged 
against the syndicate. Stair & Haviland 
also are mentioned as possible allies of the 
independents, * , 

Weber and Fields last night would say 
oniy that.the information given by the in- 
dependents was correct. That informa- 
tion was that the firm is branching out 
extensively in the management of theatres 
and attractions, and that the agency is to 
peeks for both the theatres and ‘the attrac- 

ons. 

Weber & Fields’s projeets include the 
Globe Theatre, in Boston, now building; the 
West End, New York; a third in Chicago, 
for which the site has been purchased, and 
others which the firm has in contemplation. 
The attractions to ‘be booked tnclude the 
firm’s Spring tours, the William Collier 
coeeeay, and ore to be formed for Louis 

ann. 

In its circuit the agency mentions the Tre- 
mont Theatre of Boston, the new Colonial 
of Cleveland, Ohio, where it is said the 
independents have just obtained foothold; 
the Avenue, Detroit; an uncompleted thea- 
tre in St. Louis, the Duquesne of Pittsburg, 
the Music Hall of Baltimore, an unbuilt 
theatre in Washington, to cost $300,000; the 
Grand Opera House in Chicago, the Teck 
in Buffalo, the Pabst in Milwaukee, the 
Auditorium in Louisville, and the Pike 
Opera House in Cincinnati. In addition it 
is said that the circuit includes Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, Montreal, New Orleans, San 
Francisco, a chain of theatres in the North- 
west, besides many of the desirable three 
two, and one night stands in the United 
States, , 

John Werner, representative of the inde- 
pendent agency, said that he now had 
enough first-class attractions for next sea- 
son to keep open the theatres in the circuit 
without any lapse. apoarsing tAebler & 
Co., David Belasco, Ww, vage, and 
others of the large producing firms whose 
attitude is regarded as unfriendly to the 
syndicate, he said that they had not as yet 
given the agency. their bookings because in 
many instances they arranged their own 
bookings privately. 


MAKES LAWYERS’ FEES SECURE. 


Court of Appeals Decides They May Be 
Collected from Corporations Which 
Settle Privately with Clients. 


Under a decision just rendered by the 
Court of Appeals, the opinion in which was 
written by Judge Vann, lawyers conduct- 
ing damage suits for accidents may pro- 
ceed against the defendant corporations for 
their fees and costs if the defendant cor- 
porations settle the cases with the clients 
direct without notifying the attorneys and 
protecting their interests. 

For years the legal profession in this 
State has battled with the railroad corpora- 
tions, whose representatives presistently 
have gone direct to the plaintiffs in dam- 
age actions after the suits have been be- 

un; have effected settlements without the 
Eeowiodee of the plaintiffs’ attorneys, and 
then in effect have allowed the plaintiffs’ 
lawyers to whistle for their fees as well as 
for such expenditures as they may have 
made for costs of the actions. 

Recently, the Appellate Division, tn an 
opinion written by Justice Hirschberg, de- 
cided that in such an event the attorney 
had no redress against the corporation ex- 
cert by continuing the original action re- 
ardless of the settlement, and recovering 
whatever was possible in that way. This 
thefi was taken as the precedent in all 
such cases until the decision of the Court 
of Appeals, which takes an entirely differ- 


ent view.

Superintendent Skinner of the Depart- 
ment.of Public Instruction said he was op- 


posed to all delays. “ So far as I am con- 
eerned,”’ he continued, “I am ready to 
reeume this fight rega.ding unification 
and to continue to the bitter end. You have 
read of the generous proposition of the 

Regents whereby they propose to under- 
take the burden of the adrinistration_of 
the Department of Public Instruction. We 
are anxious to see exactly what kind of a 
scheme the Regents propose. They have 
had plenty of time to prepare a bill, how- 
ever, and this hearing should not be de- 
Yaved on their account.”

PSYCHOPATHIC HOSPITAL BILL. 


Proposal at Albany to Appropriate $300,- 
000 for an Institution in New 


York City. 


ALBANY, Feb. 19.—Senator Foley and 
Assemblyman Wainwright introduced to- 
day the bill suggested by the State Com- 
mission in Lunacy for a psychopathic hos- 
pital in New York. City. The hospital 
would afford a place for detention and ex- 
pert examination for persons suspected of 
incipient insanity. The detention ward at 
Bellevue serves something of the same 
purpose now. 

Secretary McGarr of the State Commis- 
sion in Lunacy said to-day that the propo- 
sition was approved by Mayor Low.

ALBANY, Feb. 19.—Senator Joseph Wag- 
ner of Brooklyn is inclined to resent the 
treatment which he says is being meted out 
to the proposition to modify the existing 
tenement law.

ANTI-BUCKET SHOP BILL. 


Assemblyman Remsen Says There Are 
1,000 Places for Stock Gambling 
in New York State. 


ALBANY, Feb. 19.—The abolition of 
bucket shops and bucket-shopping is con- 
templated in the bill introduced to-day by 
Assemblyman Remsen of Brooklyn. 

A butket shop, the keeping of which will 
be a misdemeanor, is defined as an office, 
a store, or other place wherein the keeper 
or proprietor conducts the business of imak- 
ing or offering to make contracts, agree- 
ments, trades, or transactions respecting 
the purchase or sale of stocks, grain, pro- 
visions, or personal property on the basis 
of public market quotations, without the 
bona fide intent to transfer. actually the 
peweerty. concerned, The exhibition or pub- 
ication of quotations by or for bucket shop 
keepers is prohibited. Anybody who does 
it is classed as an accessory, and the penal- 
ties under the measure are taxed at both 
fine and imprisonment, with additional 
penalties for subsequent offenses, Corpor- 
ations offending shall forfeit charters and 
their officers are subject to the penalties. 
Mr. Remsen said of his bill that it meets

Company Officials Vigorously Deny 
Rumors of Trouble. 


Charges of a Discrepancy Denounced— 
District Attorney Jerome’s Name 
Associated with Rumors as to 
Progress of Civil Suits.

There was a partly successful bear raid 
on Metropolitan and Metropolitan Securi- 
ties stock, and incidentally on the entire 
general market, yesterday, which was the 
culmination of a series of rumors in regard 
to Metropolitan and its allied 
and stock market affairs in general, which 
dates back to the end of last year. 

A sharp decline of several points in Met- 


ropolitan Securities and Metropolitan Street 
Railway stock in the morning was coinci- 


| dental with a rumor story “ slip 
financial news bureau that there had been 


discovered a defalcation of $2,000,000 on the 
part of one of the officers of ‘‘one of the 


large traction companies.” In a _ second 
“siip"’ Metropolitan was named as the 
company. Another story on this “slip” 
was that the company had been robbed by 
a contractor, and that District Attorney 
Jerome was acting. When the rumors were 
| officially denied by counsel for Metropoli- 
tan the stock partly recovered. 
The rumors alluded to followed many that 


have been current for weeks in regard to 


Metropolitan, the latest being that William 
C. Whitney had sold 30,000 shares of Met- 
ropclitan stock to interests ‘‘inside’’ the 
company. An article in a morning finan- 
,cial publication is said to have suggested 
or encouraged the defalcation story. It 
spoke of ‘‘something hanging over the 
market’’ anc vaguely of ‘‘a large cor- 
poration’s”’ affairs being ‘under scru- 
tiny, not from the financial side, which is 
quite sound, but from another side, and 
from a point of view dealing solely with 
the legality of certain things done by those 

the its 
stages.’’ 


Authority for the affairs of Metropolitan 
and-its allied interests promptly denied the 
rumers as ‘‘ maliciously faise’ 

| cussing them, and finally counsel for the 
company made this official statement: 

‘There has been absolutely no defalca- 
tion in the Metfopolitan Street Railway 
Company, The stories that such is the 
ease have been circulated for the purpose 
of scttling, for a price, several suits pro- 
moted by a well-known firm of bankers 
and brokers. 

“These rumors have been in circulation 
for the past three months, and the only 
reason that they have recently attracted 
attention is that there has been associated 
with them the name of District Attorney 
Jerome, which name has been brought into 
the business by the parties promoting the 
‘ivil litigation.’’ 
cixhe lawyer who made this statement 
would not explain his assertion about the 
stories being circulated for the purpose of 
settling suits promoted by ‘a well-known 
firm of bankers and brokers.”’ It, however, 
was accepted as referring to a firm in the 
Mills Building. A member of this firm, 
when asked about the veiled reference to 

i him and his partners, said that he was sur- 
prised that, because of the standing of his 
firm in the financial world, he should be 
subjected to the humiliation of an _ inter- 
rogatory on the subject, and he added an 
indignant denial of having had anything to 
do with any rumor in regard to Metropol- 
itan. 

Charles E. Warren, Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Metropolitan, said of the two- 
million-dollar defalcation rumor: 

‘‘This is a malicious lie. It is simply a 
falsehood circulated to influence the stock 
market. We intend to prosecute any nm@éws- 
paper publishing such statements.” 

That the raid was planned some time, or 
at least several days, ago is the opinion of 
one of the leading officials of the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Company, because early 
this week he was called up on the telephone 
at his home and asked if it was true that a 
big defalcation by an officer of the Metro- 
politan had been discovered. He promptly 
and vigorously denied the story, but did not 
learn who called him up. He was prepared, 
however, for any statement that might be 
sent out from some of the financial news 
bureaus because of more or less suggestive 
bulletins that have come from them and 
certain Wall Street houses, of which the 
following of Feb. 16 is a sample@: 


We understand that developments of a startling 
character may come out in connection with an 
important company shortly, and advise caution 
until after the matter comes to light. 


The reference to civil suits, in the state- 
ment by counsel for Metropolitan, refers, 
among others, to that of Mrs. Rice of 
Philadelphia, a Metropolitan stockholder, 
who sought at law to prevent the’ leasing 
of this system to the Interurban, following 
the lines pursued in the cases of the United 
States Steel Corporation, the Northern Se- 
curities Company, and other corporations. 

In endeavoring to trace the origin of some 
of the rumors, inquiry was made at the of- 
fice of Harris, Gates & Co., which firm ac- 
knowledged issuing yesterday in good faith 
the following bulletin from R. D. Wrenn of 
Wrenn Brothers of 45 Wall Street: 


There have been rumors here for two or three 
days past of trouble in_ some quarter, a diffi- 
eulty that an unspecified corporation has fallen 
into, This morning light is thrown on the matter 
by the weakness in Metropolitan. Report now 
ie that there has been some heavy defalcation 
by an officer of that company. It has affected 
the whole market to some extent,

Mr. Wrenn, when seen, explained that he 
got the information which formed the basis 
of the bulletin on the floor of the Stock 
Exchange from several members, whose 
names he did not remember. He consid- 
ered it his duty to his correspondents to 
send it out. 

In Wall Street comment on the Metropol- 
itan raid opinions were divided as to 
whether these interests were the target, 
and that other stocks declined in sympathy, 
or whether there was an organized bear 
raid all along the line of active stocks. It 
was classed as coincidental that when the 
market began to slump there came the 
“news” of the serious illness of James R. 
Keene—who was credited a few days ago 
with selling the whole market—but it was 
not until near the end of the Stock Ex- 
change day that the great ‘‘ market mov- 
er’s”’ son-in-law, Talbot J. Taylor, an- 
nounced that Mr. Keene was in robust 
health.

There was real suffering in New York 
yesterday, it being she coldest Feb. 19 on 
record. The lowest official mark was at 
8 A. M., when the thermometer of the 
Weather Bureau recorded two degrees 
above zero, The temperature recorders in 


the streets, especially those at wind-swept 
corners, had lower marks. In the cold 


snap of Feb. 9-16, 1899, the official figures | 


of the record of the thermometer were far 
below the zero mark, the coldest days 
being on the lith and 12th, when the 
records were, naximum, six degrees above, 
and minimum, six degrees below, and ten 
abese and six below. 

Poor persons were the principal sufferers 
yesterday. Next for consideration were 
the horses, struggling or falling on the icy 
pavements. Uncomfortable persons were 
those who had to ride on the elevated roads 
and the station ticket sellers, choppers, and 
porters. The motormen and conductors on 
the surface lines might be included, but 
they have been accustomed to roughing it 
in all sorts of weather, and they were 
clothed suitably. 

In the poorer districts on the east and 
west sides there was great distress. The 
peddlers of coal raised their prices and it 
meant more than the average person dared 
to go to the coalyards. Only bardy per- 
sons could endure the waiting line in the 
arctic weather. To the credit of more 
than one stout man and boy of the tene- 
ment districts, 
carried double loads; helping those who 
could not help thémselyes and remember- 


ing the feeble and the ill. Many of the 
children were not allowed to go to school, 
as they had no suitable clothing for the 
walk to and from the _ schoolhouses. 
Families huddled together with the win- 
dows closed and the cracks stuffed with 
rags. Some feeble persons went to bed 
with their clothes on to keep from freezing. 

Illustrative of the suffering was the ex- 
posure of George Arnstein, sixteen years of 
age, of 231 East Eighteenth Street. He 
had read in a morning paper an advertise- 
ment, asking for a boy, of a firm of mer- } 
chants in Greene Street. He had no over- 
coat, but he stuffed the newspaper under 
his vest and started on the long walk in 
the hope of getting a job. At Broadway, 
near Spring Street, he fell exhausted. A 
policeman lifted him up, carried him to a 
store, placed him on the floor, and cov- 
ered him with his coat. He hurried to 
call an ambulance. The boy was taken to 
the Hudson Street Hospital, where Dr. 
Donovan pronounced his condition to be 
serious. 

Thomas Horan, seventy-five years of age, 
a laborer living at 403 East Twenty-fifth 
Street, was overcome by the cold at Forty- 
first Street and First Avenue. He fell to 
the sidewalk, unable to go further. A 
policeman took him to Bellevue Hospital. 
Horan’'s ears, hands, and face were frost- 
bitten. 

The City Lodging Housd@ and the homes 
of charitable organizations were  over- 
crowded, and many persons had to_ be 
turned away, to find such shelter.as they 
could. Some collapsed in the streets and 
regained consciousness in hospitals, where 
there was warmth and something to eat. 
Hands, feet, noses, and ears were frost- 
bitten, but the intense pain that followed 
thawing out caused little complaint. All 
of the fospitais were taxed greatly in car- 
ing for the sufferers from the cold. Early 
in the day the accommodations of the City 
Ledging House were exhausted. It could, 
accommodate 300, but the applicants num- 
bered twice that. The preference was given 
to the women. ‘The emergency rooms above 
the Bureau for Dependent Adults, at the 
foot of East Twenty-sixth Street, were | 
filled to overflowing. 

Superintendent Yerkes of the lodging 
house has appealed to citizens to send him 
old shoes or wornout rubbers, socks that 
have been darned or discarded, and under- 
wear. Many of the lodgers had bagging. 
stuffed with straw or newspapers, tied 
about their wornout shoes. 

The distress of the horses, staggering 
alo the™ streets with their coatings of 
ice, *was noticeable. Some who had to 
witness the efforts of animals expressed 
the belief that as a matter of business 
sense merchants would find it more profit- 
able to load their trucks less heavily it | 
they expected their shipments to reach 
their destinations. Several firms added ex- 
tra horses, but as a rule wagons had been 
loaded without thought of hills and the 
layer of ice on the roadways. Drivers were 
inclined to be patient on the steep grades 
of the narrow streets leading into Broad- 
way down town. Barly in the day a driver 
who could not get across the slippery cor- 
ner at Broadway and Maiden Lane threw 
blankets across the dangerous spot to give 
his horses footing. His example was fol- 
lowed by others, and the custom seemed to 
spread over the lower end of Broadway.

The 
conductor got occasionally a chance to 
warm up while wre," fares, and the 
motorman thought of his brothers in other 
cities, where the law compels the com- 
panies to giving them glass shelters from 
the icy winds or blinding snow. 

The supply of hard coal was so much in 
excess of the demand in this city yester- 
day, notwithstanding the cold spell, that 
some of the independent operators began 
to cut rates. The tidewater price of the 
coal-carrying companies remained at $5 a 
ton, while some of the independent coal 
was sold at $4.75. 


REMOVING THE SNOW. 


Broadway and Other Main Thorough- 
fares Cleaned—1,500 Vehicles and 
3,000 Men at Work. 


The removal of snow recently from the 
streets of the city, according to Contractor 
Bradley and Chief Snow Inspector Bouton, 
is to be regarded as an accomplishment 
that rivaled the work done by Col. Waring. 
Mr. Bouton said yesterday afternoon that 
1,000,000 square yards had been cleaned up 
to 4 o’clock in the afternoon, and that, 
with the night force, thousands more of 
square vards would be freed of the snow, 
the fall of which was a fractién less than 
eleven inches. The difficulty was caused 
by rain, sleet, and snow, followed by 
freezing weather. 

The efforts yesterday were to get the 
snow out of the way on the main streets 
and do as much as possible to remove the 
ice. In Manhattan 1,500 vehicles and 3,000 
laborers under the direction of Contractor 
Bradley worked through the day and half 
as many were at work in the evening. In 
Brooklyn, under the direction of the Street 
Cleaning Department, there were 960 ve- 


hicles and 1,500 men. In the Bronx there 
were 500 vehicles and 800 men at work. 
Concerning the difficulties of the work, 
Gontractor Bradley said that on one block 
it had taken fifty men with- picks the great- 
er part of the day to break up the ice. 

Broadway and the streets leading to the 
ferries, the important up-town cross 
streets around Grand Central Station, parts 
of Third and Eighth Avenues, and all of 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street were 
pretty well cleaned yesterday. The cost of 
cleaning Manhattan, according to those in 
charge of. the work, will come close to 
$200,000, 

Many men went tothe offices of the 
contractor, at Chambers and Centre Streets, 
and asked for work, and nearly all were 
employed. A rumor in the Bronx that la- 
borers were compelled to casb their tickets 
int saloons at a cost of 25 cents each was 
denied by Mr. Bouton. He said that the 
ticket system made that impossible, and 
that tickets turned over by laborers to sa- 
toon keepers would not be honored.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 19.—There is no abate- 
ment of the cold wave, the mercury in 
Pittsburg and vicinity to-day registering 
from 2 to 14 degrees below zero in exposed 
places. 

Shortage of natural gas.caused much suf- 
fering and inconvenience. The frigid at- 
mosphere caused the gas to congeal to 
such an extent that for a time scores of 


residences were practically without means 
of heating or lighting where no other re- 
sources Were at hand. Many families were 
forced by the circumstances to retire to 
their beds and depend entirely upon the 
coverlets for keeping their bodies warm.

Matthews Bailed Out After Partial 
£: Examination. 


Post Office Authorities Preparing to 
Charge the Prisoner with Using 
the Mails for Alleged Fraudu- 
lent Purposes. 


Ernest Matthews, who was arrested by 
Detectives McConville, Peabody, and Clark 
on Wednesday afternoon for running a 
“turf investment scheme" in offices at 68 
Park Row, under the name of 
Smith,” was up for examination before 
Magistrate Breen in the Tombs Police Court 
yesterday afternoon. He was held on 
Wednesday on a short affidavit made by 
Detective McConville, which charged him 
with the suspicion of a larceny in that he 
had received money from certain persons 
With the intention of “ defrauding them.” 

When the examination was called by 
Magistrate Breen late yesterday afternoon 
Deputy Assistant District Attorney Pech- 
mer asked that the examination be post- 
poned for a day because Detective Mc- 
Conville, who was the principal witness 
against Matthews, was not able to be pres- 


ent. Ex-Assistant District Attorney O' Reil- 
ly, counsel for Matthews, made a strenuous 


objection to any adjournment of the ex- 
amination. 

Accordingly, Detective Sergeant Peabody 
was called as a witness. Peabody told of 
the arrest of Matthews, and said that he 
believed that Matthews was the “ Frank 
Kelly’’ who had advertised in papers for 
subscribers to’ turf schemes.”’ Magis- 
trate Breen then granted an adjournment 
until this morning at 10:30 o'clock. Mat- 
thews, who was locked up in default of 
$1,000 bail, was able to furnish the. bail 
yesterday afternoon. 

On the best of authority it was learned 
that Matthews will be discharged when 
again arraigned in: the Tombs Court to- 
day, and immediately arrested by Post 
Office Inspectors on a charge of using the 
mails for alleged fraudulent purposes. 

Inspector Ashe said yesterday that he had 
im his desk much correspondence found in 
the office occupied by Matthews and ad- 
dressed te “Dan Smith.’’ One of the let- 
ters was mailed in Broadway, and reads 
as follows: 

Your many scratches and losers have decided 
me on keeping my expense account down, so 
don’t send me a message by wire, as I will send 
for it. In this connection I would say that your 

ddock special is a failure, as I was led to 

lieve that you played but one horse a day. 
I-have been receiving slips calling for two and 
three losers a day, and strange to say, you 
only advertise the winner. 


A telegram found in this office sent from 
New Dunham, N. J., and now in the hands 
of Inspector Ashe, reads: 


I am still on the calendar playing your 
Specials. You may send me the full wire from 
this on, or the Sheriff will have me up for 
supplementary proceedings.

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Passing of the Hotel That Was 
Conducted by the Lelands. 


Deal of the United States Realty and 


Construction Company—Scene of 
the Walworth Murder. 


The Sturtevant House, at the southeast 
corner of Broadway and Twenty-ninth 
Street, has been sold by the executors of 
the estates of Albert P. and John D, Sturte- 
vant to the United States Realty and Con- 
struction Company. Regarding the consid- 
eration in the deal, all of the interested 
parties were silent yesterday, but it may 
be announced that the property has been 
held at $1,200,000, and that an offer of 
$1,000,000 for it was rejected by the execu- 
tors not long ago. 


The hotel covers a plot that extends 158 
fee: on Broadway, or to within two doors 
of the Twenty-eighth Street corner, and it 
has a Twenty-ninth Street frontage of 176 
feet. The southerly 52 feet of the Broad- 
way frontage is a leasehold, the ground 
being owned by the Anderson estate. That 
is not included in the present sale. The 
plot that changes hands measures 105.8 
feet on Broadway and 176 feet on Twenty- 
ninth Street, with an easterly line of 98.9 


feet and a southerly line of 138.5 feet. Its 
area is 15,528 square feet. 

Oificers of the United States Realty 
and Construction Company said yes- 
terday that they were not. yet in 
a position to make any statement as to 
the future disposition of the property. The 
existing lease will expire on May 1, upon 
which date possession is to be given. he 
Sale was negotiated through William A. 
White & Sons, brokers. 

In its day the Sturtevant House was one 
of the chain of hotels that made the name 
of Leland famous. It passed out of the 
control of the family long ago. It was 
opened in 1871 by eorge S. and Lewis 
Leland, their younger brothers, Jerome Le- 
land and Horace S. Leland, of the Leland 
Hotel, in Springfield, Ill; subsequently 
coming into the firm, All are dead. 

The main part of the house is a’ six-story 
structure, with a mansard roof, and is of 
irregular construction within, additions 
having been made to it from time. to —— 
by the alteration of at oy th coe 
drafting office, burned by the mob during 
the riots of 1863, at one time occupied part 
of its site. It was at first more of a family 
hotel, and the Lelands introduced their 
system of a dining room on the American 
plan, open from 6 o’clock in the morning 
until midnight, and it is said that some of 
their guests used to partake daily of the 
five full meals that were served there. 

The house has always been of the quieter 
class, but it came into notoriety two years 
after it was opened, when Frank Walworth, 
grandson of Chancellor Walworth, mur- 
dered his father, Mansfield Tracy Wal- 
worth, a novelist, in one of the rooms. 
Young Walworth was sentenced to prison 
for life after a sensational trial, in which 
he was defended by Charles O’Conor, who 
took the case because of his reverence for 
the Chancellor. The hotel has been afire 
several times, and there have been panics 
among the guests, but never a loss of life. 

The Sturtevant was sold by the Lelands 
about fifteen years ago. After extensive 
repairs it was reopened by Matthews & 
Pierson. A few years later it passed into 
the hands of a receiver, and t 
taken by Henry J. Bang, whose son, 
iam F. Bang, succeeded to the proprietor- 
ship, continuing until the present time. 


TO AID WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY.

In the current issue of The Electrical Re- 
view is described an invention in wireless 
telegraphy by Peter Cooper Hewitt, son of 
the late Abram 8. Hewitt. This device, 
which is a development of the Cooper Hew- 
itt mercury vapor lamp, takes the place 
of the usual spark-gap for discharging in 
the antenna, or sending mast. It consists 
of a glass globe eight to ten inches in diam- 
eter, with two mercury electrodes con- 


tained in tubes sealed in the lower part of 
the globe. 

The device is effective, and it is declared 
it will enable a much more powerful elec- 
trical wave to be set up than is possible 
with the methods at present’in use, an 
will also make secrecy in tranmission easily 
possible. 

Dr. M. I. Pupin, Professor of Electro- 
mechanics at Columbia University, is quot- 
ed as saying: ‘‘The Cooper Hewitt mer- 
cury vapor interrupter at once establishes 
wireless telegraphy on a commercial basis.

NOTES OF INSURANCE INTERESTS. 

The National Fire Insurance Company of 
Hartford has reinsured the outstanding in- 
surance of the United States Fire Insur- 
ance Company of New York on risks lo- 
cated in the State of Iowa. 

A measure has been introduced at Albany 
which provides that no life or casualty 
insurance company shall issue a policy 
the form of which has not been approved 
by the State Superintendent of Insurance. 
The aim of the bill is to establish standard 
forms of life and casualty policies, restrict- 
ing these companies as fire anderwriters 
are restricted by the standard fire policy. 


Assemblyman Dwyer of Rochester has in- 
troduced the following amendment to the 
insurance law: ‘‘ Section 55a—Mistakes in 
applications for life insurance—No policy 
of life insurance hereafter issued by any 
insurance corporation doing business in this 
State shall be rendered void on account of 
any untrue statement in any application 
for such policy unless it is made in bad 
faith and pertains to matters material to

Agrarians and Clericals, as Well 
Social Democrats, May Fight 
the Government. 


LONDON TIMES—NEW YORK TIMES

LONDON, Feb. 20.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says that the do- 
mestic situation is exciting attention in 
view of the approaching elections. 

It seems possible, says the correspond- 
ent, that the Government will be in- 
volved in war against the Agrarians and 
the Clericals, as well as against the So- 
cial Democrats. The Agrarians are pro- 
foundly dissatisfied with the commer- 
cial policy of the empire, while the ac- 
tion of the Bishop of Treves in denounc- 
ing the Government school has caused a 
suspicion that the Clerical Party is pre- 
suming on its long predominance in Par- 
liament, and the Cologne Gazette fore- 
sees the possibility of a new Kultur- 
kampf, which would add the Clericals to 
the Government’s enemies. 

It may be remarked, adds the corre- 
spondent, that the resignation of the Ba- 
varian Count Crailsheim is understood to 
be the result of violent attacks in the 
Clerical press. 


STATEMENT IN PARLIAMENT 
IN REGARD TO VENEZUELA. 


Lord Cranborne Says Germany Made 
the First Definite Proposal for Co- 
operation with Britain. 
LONDON, Feb. 20.—The Under Foreign 
Secretary, Lord Cranborne, was asked in 
the House of Commons yesterday when the 
United States was informed of the intention 
of Great Britain and Germany to co-oper- 
ate in the collection of claims against Ven- 
ezuela. He replied that no formal intima- 
tion of the intended co-operation was made 
to the United States, but the representa-

RUSSIAN PRESS PRO-AMERICAN. 


Allies’ Action in Venezuela Criticised— 
Czar Expresses Friendship for 
This Country. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 19.—Through- 
cut the Venezuelan imbroglio the Russian 
press was pronovncedly pro-American. The 
Novoe Vremya in particular published fre- 
quent editorials criticising the British-Ger- 
man action and defending Monroeism. The 
paper mentioned, however, inclines to the 
belief that in the final outcome American 
prestige will be damaged and German pres- 
tige increased. Keen interest was shown 
in the incident by the public, who were 
genuinely anxious fo~ the success of Amer- 

ican diplomacy. 

The Czar’s attention to United States 
Ambassador McCormick and Mrs. Mc-Cor- 
mick is the subject of Court comment, and 
is interpreted as an intentional demonstra- 


tion of his Majesty’s friendship for the 
United States. fo the Ambassador and his 
wife he has expressed the most friendly 
feeling for America and his interest in 
everything American, saying to Mr. Mc- 
Cormick: 

“My friendship is as strong as that of 
my grandfather, and when I thus express 
myself I speak for all my people.” 

His Majesty has shown much interest 
in the Venezuela question and gratification 
at its solution. 


ITALY THANKS AMERICA. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Signor Mayor 
des Planches, the Italian Ambassador, 
called on Secretary Hay to-day and for- 
mally tendered the thanks of the Italian 
Government for the good offices of the 
United States in the Venezuelan contro- 
versy. In his note to the Secretary the Am- 
bassador says: 

*“ Whereas, with the signing of the pro- 
tocol and the renewal of direct diplomatic 
relations between Italy and Venezuela, the 
character of intermediary so courteously 
assumed by the Government of the United 


States is terminated, the Italian Govern- 
ment has given the Italian Ambassador in- 
structions to present to the Secretary of 
State, and through him to the President 
and the Cabinet, his best thanks and the 
expression of his gege for this re- 
newed evidence of the cordiality of the 
United States and of their well-known and 
highly appreciated mutual friendship.” 














Venezuela May Use the Marietta. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—President Cas- 
tro, through the United States Chargé at 
Caracas, Mr. Russell, has presented a re- 
quest to the Washington Government that 
the gunboat Marietta be permitted to con- 


vey the officers and men who are to man 
the Venezuelan craft captured by the block- 
ading fleet from La Guayra to Trinidad, 
the ships in question having been left at 
the latter port by the allies. The United 
States, it is expected, will tender fhe Ma- 
rietta for this mission. 


German Envoy to Sail for Caracas. 
BERLIN, Feb, 19.—It is announced offi- 
cially here that diplomatic relations be- 


tween Germany and Venezuela have been 
renewed. The new Minister, Herr Pell]- 
dram, wil] sail for Caracas immediately.

President Sierra Authorized to 


Command the Army. 





His Successor as Chief Executive Was 
Long His Private Secretary— 
Sierra’s Last Message — 
to Congress. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The State De- 
partment has been advised by United States 
Minister Combs that the Congress of Hon- 
duras has confirmed the Presidential de- 
cree authorizing President Sierra to take 
the field as Commander in Chief. of the 
army in the campaign against President- 
eiect Bonilla. 





Viewed in the light of recent events the 
latest message of Pr sident Terencio Sierra 
of Honduras possesses peculiar significance, 
for Sierra has abandoned the Chief Magis- 
tracy to take the field at the head of the 
army against Ganued Bonilla, who seeks 
the Presidency. Sierra, before he left the 


capital, saw te it that his immediate. suc- 
cessor, the frees incumbent, should be 
Gen, Juan Angel Arias, long his private 
secretary and completely under his control. 

Martial law reigns throughout the coun- 
try. Suspected natives are shot in Tegu- 
cigalpa, the capital, daily after hearing 
their own burial service read, and the sight 
of Congressmen bound with ropes march- 
ing in from the mountains to which they 
had fled is no unusual spectacle. 

Following is the decree by which Presi- 
dent Sierra transferred himself from the 
civil to the military arm of the Govern- 
ment: 

*‘Considering that the office of Com- 
manding General of the Army of the Re- 
public is a position the substitution of 
which ts not provided for by our laws. 

“Considering that said office cannot be 
exercised for incompatibility when, accord- 
ing to Article 107 of the. Constitution the 
executive power falls to the Council of 
Ministers; 

1 Therefore, The Council of Ministers re- 
solvé, 

*“ First—To recognize as Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Army of the Republic President 
General Terencio Sierra, and 

** Second—That he shall be entitled to and 
have paid to him all of the honors corre- 
apopting to the office, and his subalterns 
shall yield to him due obedience.” 

This was issued on Jan. 31, and followed 
by_ twenty-four hours a decree of which the 
only article was the depositing of the ex- 
ecutive power in the Council of Ministers. 

Already several clashes have taken place 
between Bonilla’s forces and _ Sierra’s 
troops. President Zelayo of Nicaragua and 
President Regalado of Salvador are said to 
have each sent 4,000 troops to the assist- 
ance of Sierra, in pursuance of an old 
oer that they should support each 
other, 

Yet in his last message President Sierra 
refers to the stability of peace and the ab- 
sence of disturbing causes to retard the 
country’s progress. He declares that ‘* Con- 
gress acts as a Grand Jury, and according 
to our legislation is irresponsible.’’ 

“Deliberate, therefore,”’ he tells that 
body, ‘“‘ according to conscience, and emit 
your resolutions, which will .be respected 
by the Executive.”’ 

Gen. Sierra gives the population of his 
country -as 774,901, or 800,000 if savages 
are included, but states that had the rate 
of increase noted in the earlv part of the 
nineteenth century been maintained it 
would now have béen 997,000. There are 
851 schools, or 136 more than when he took 
office four years ago, he says, while in 
that time the number of pupils has risen 
from 26,690 to 36,025. ‘ 

To bananas he gives the first place in im- 
portance in the agriculture of Honduras, 
and he gives the value of gold, silver, and 
other products of the mines for last year as 
$2,846,990 

Here follow some of the other facts which 
he deemed worthy of his countrymen’s at- 
tention in his message, as officially trans- 
lated into English: 5 

“There is returning from Belgium [sic] 
the youth Norberto Guillén, after having 
ecncluded his studies as mechanic and,elec- 
trician. The reports of his knowledge ac- 
quired are of importance. 

‘* Hipolito Cano has recently arrived from 
the United States, where he was making 
his studies of lithography. He has been 
placed in charge of the National Litho- 
graphing Bureau : 

“The commerce of Honduras enjoys. a 
good reputation and consequent credit. 
There has not been registered a Single 
failure. 

‘“‘ With the purpose of furnishing popaens 
gers with a cammodious voyage on the part 
of*the wagon road cdénstructed, “there has 
been ordered a stagecoach, to make regular 
journeys from this capital to the popula- 
tions on the route. Automobiles’ of yield- 
ing wheels are destined to replace the 
vehicles employed to-day. 

“The situation of the country is pros- 
perous; the peace which it has enjoyed has 
permitted the public administration to con- 
tinue the work commenced, and has de- 
veloped in the people the love of work that 
will elevate and improve them.” 


BRETON SCHOOL AGAIN CLOSED. 





A Renewal at St. Meen of the Scenes of 
Last Summer. 


PARIS, Feb. 19.—There was a revival to- 
day of the religious disturbances which 
characterized the closing of the congrega- 
tionist schools in Brittany last Summer. 

The nuns having reopened their.school at 
the village of Saint Méen, near Lesneven, 
which was the scene of one of the most bit- 
ter conflicts at the time of the school clos- 
ing last year, a Police Commissary, accom- 
panied by a squad of gendarmes, proceeded 
to the village to serve the order to close the 


school. When he arrived the church bell 
sounded the tocsin and 300 peasants gath- 
ered in front of the school, shouting: 
‘Death to the Commissary!” ‘* Down with 
Combes!” and ‘‘ Hurrah for the sisters!” 
Showers of stones greeted the Commissary 
and the gendarmes, who, however, forced 
their way through the crowd and into the 
school. he Commissary read the order to 
the Lady Superior, who, after some parley- 
ing, promised to depart within a week. 
The Commissary was again hooted as he 
left under the escort of the gendarmes, 
The teacher of the - school and the re- 
porters present were also hissed and hooted 
and experienced considerable difficulty in 
escaping ill-usage on the part of the mob. 
No arrests were made. 


GREAT EGG-LAYING CONTEST. 


Team of American Hens Off for Austra- 
lia for International Catch-as- 
Catch-Can Tournament. 

Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—American hens have 
accepted the challenge of the Australian 
hens and will soon be engaged in an inter- 
national egg laying contest that will con- 

tinue for a year. : 
The competition was arranged in Chicago. 
Miller Purvis, editor of Commercial Poul- 
try, and A. A. Dunnicliff, Secretary of the 
Poultry Association of Sydney, New South 
Wales, drew up the articles of agreement 
in the course of correspondence that began 
last November. Twenty-one hens, repre- 
sentatives of the best breed in the United 


States, sailed this afternoon from San 
Francisco, their destination being Austra- 


a, 

The Australian Government offered to pay 
the expenses of the American hens’ trip, 
but the gang plank was to them a bridge 
of sighs, as none of them will return. The 
hens that finish sixth or better in the con- 
test will become the property of the Aus- 
tralian Government, and their former own- 
ers will receive $25 for each of them.. The 
hens of inferior talents will be offered for 
sale at public auction. 

Both the East and West will be repre- 
sented in the Australian contest. W. K. 
Hays, Henleyville, Cal., sent white. Wyan- 
dottes: Mrs. A. N. Hansel, Loup City, Neb., 
sent single-comb brown leghorns, while W.: 
B. Candee, Fayetteville, N. Y., sent white 
Wyandottes. 


MR. MITCHELL’S REFUSAL. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 19.—President John 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers to-day 
refused $4,000 by serving notice that he 
would not appear this year on the Chautau- 
qua circuit. During thé anthracite strike 
the Chautauqua Alliance sent a representa- 
tive Mr. Mitchell to book him.

"PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


Disfranchisement of the Blacks De- 
nounced and a Committee Named 
to Aid Retention of the 
Suffrage. 


President Roosevelt's policy in regard to 
the appointment of negroes in the South 
to Federal places received hearty indorse- 
ment last evening at a meeting. held in 
Cooper Union. Bishop Walters of Jersey 
City delivered an address, in which he told 
of the disenfranchisement of negroes in 
Southern States. He declared the Repub- 
lican Party owed its lease of power to the 
negroes. Bishop Derrick of Flushing, L. I., 
also'spoke on the problems which confront 
the country in the settlement of the negro 
question in the South, and the needs of 
education and the higher mental develop- 
ment of the negro. 

A set of resolutions were adopted stating 
that many of the Southern States had 
halted at no crime from 1868 to 1900, and 
that 25,000 black men had been shot down 
around the ballot boxes. The resolutions 
also declared that millions of negroes had 
been disfranchised which gave the South- 
ern white men ten times the voting power 
of the Northern white men, and that while 


there were 10,000,000 negroes in the United 
States there was not a single representa- 
tive of the race in Congress. 

The Constitutional Convention of Vir- 
ginja, which was called for the purpose of 
preventing ‘‘ negro domination,’’ was con- 
demned. The claim was made that in Vir- 
ginia there were 310,000 white voters and 
146,000 negroes. 

The Senate was urged to confirm the 
ncmination of Dr. Crum, who was declared 
to be a man of ability, good education, and 
irreproachable character. 

It was decided in the resolutions to ap- 
point a committee consisting of fifteen per- 
sons, to be known as the New York Confer- 
ence Committee on Negro Suffrage. The 
committee chos.n was as follows:

He said that 
all this agitation was hopeful, helpful, and 
uplifting, ard simply meant that the other 
races are taking their places in the army 
of civilization and are helping carry what 
was known as the “ white man’s burden.” 

The other speakers at the meeting were 
James H. €layes of Virginia and Moncure 
D. Conway. A letter of indorsement from 
Susan BKB. Anthony was read.

ANOTHER TEXAS OIL “ GUSHER.” 


Sour Lake Well Shows a Capacity of 
10,000 Barrels in Twenty-four Hours.

DALLAS, Texas, Feb. 19.—Bulletins 
from Sour Lake to-day state that the rich- 
est gusher yet brought in in the Texas oil 
fields is the new Crosbie Davie well. The 
keenest interest has been felt in the well 
for the last thirty days, and yesterday it 
began spouting, but arrangements were 
almost perfect for controlling it, and the 
oil was soon shut off. To-day Mr. Cros- 
bie took a party of newspaper men and 
others to the well to let them witness the 
** gush.”’ 

The reports state that the well was 
opened and commenced gushing a stream 
of oil, which increased in volume as the 
valve was opened. The oil was free from 
sand. 

This is regarded as the richest oil in qual- 
ity yet produced in Texas in any consider- 
able quantity. The estimates made by 
timing the gusher for the twenty minutes 
it was permitted to spout shows it would 
flow not less than ten thousand Darrels 
of oll in twenty-four hours, The Guffy 
Company has a jlarge force of men at work 
laying a six-inch pipe line from the new 
well to the pumping station. 

Numerous oil purchasers are at Sour 
Lake. Thirty cents per barrel has been 
offered for the output, but the offers have 
been declined, because they are so far be- 
low the prices at Beaumont—50 to 55 cents 
per barrel. 


PLACARD SCARED DEPOSITORS. 


BINGHAMTON, N., Y., Feb. 19.—On Lin- 
coln’s birthday a member of the local Slav 
colony went to the Binghamton Savings 
Bank to get some money on his passbook, in 
ignerance that it was a legal holiday. On 
the door of the bank was a card, on 
which, in large letters, appeared the word 


“Clesed,’”’ and under, in smaller letters, 
“Lincoln's Birthday.” 

The Slav immediately told his country- 
men of his failure to get money, and since 
then the Slavs have been in a ferment. 
Last night a meeting was held on Che- 
nango Street, and the Slavonian leaders 
advised their fellow-countrymen to draw 
their money. 

When the bank opened this morning the 
Slavs were on hand in force, and during 
the day drew out nearly $30,000. Their 
action created only amusement among the 
othe: patrons of the bank, and the ‘‘ run” 
did not extend to others. 


SMALLPOX IN THE COUNTRY.

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—‘‘ Conservative esti- 
mates. based upon reports received from 
the forty-five States, show that at least 
50,006 persons in this country are afflicted 
with smallpox,”’ said Dr. Herman Spalding, 
(hief Medical Inspector of. the Chicago 
Tiealth Department to-day. ‘‘In some in- 
stances the death rate is as high as 65 per 
cent.” 

Chicago alone -has had _ eighty _ cases 
brought to the notice of the Health Depart- 
ment already this year. Twelve have re- 
sulted in death, ere were 838 cases in 
tlie city last year, but they were of the 
mildest type, and only four persons died. 

“Bven babies should be vaccinated be- 
fore they are six months old,’’ Dr, Spalding 
added, ‘I have vaccinated infants two 
months old, At that age they are kept 
scrupuously clean, and the point does not 
leave an ugly mark as in the case of grown 
persons,” '

COSTLY PARTICLES OF RADIUM.

Exhibited to Physicians at a Meeting of 
the Academy of Medicine. 


At the meeting of the New York Acad- 
emy of Medicine last evening William J. 
Hammer exhibited tubes that contained 
small particles of the much-talked of 
radium. One tube, that Mr, Hammer had 
obtained in Paris from M. Curie, contained 
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@ specimen pure enough to be 8,000 times 
as powerful as uranium, which is taken 
as a unit of radio active substances, 

The specimen, and some of the others, 
glowed visibly in the datk. Mr. Hammer 
quoted M. Curle as saying that he had 
in another small tube the only particle of 
pure radium in existence, and that he 
would not sell it for $20,000.. Mr. Hammer 
added that M. Curie had said that he be- 
lieved the total amount of radium so far 
produced was about 200 grams, and that 
for his part he would not like to be in the 
same room with a kilogram of the sub- 
stance, which would probably burn the 
skin off of his body and the eyes out of 
his head. 

Mr. Hammer added that for commercial 
purposes radium not so pure, probably 2,000 
times as powerful as uranium, would cost 
about $100 a gram in Paris. 

The Academy passed resolutions, proposed 
at the previous meeting, advocating the es-

DISCUSSES “MYSTERY” 


its Special Manifestation in Hu- 
manity, Art, and Life. 


An Exposition and Elaboration of the 
Theme of “ Blue Hydrangeas "—The 
Futile Pursuit of the Chimera 


‘ Happiness. 


Aestheticism of the purest order, unal- 
Toyed by even a suspicion of banality, char- 
acterized Count Robert de Montesqulou's 
conference on ‘‘ Le’ Mystére,” delivered at | 
Sherry’s yesterday before the largest audi- 
ence that so far has assembled there to | 
hear him. 

It is impossible to convey through the 
medium of a newspaper article the im- 
pression of the peculfar charm and beauty 
of these so-called conferences when the 
subject is restricted by M. de Montesquiou 
to the particular domain of aestheticism in 
which he strives to excel. Nothing similar 
has been heard in this country, in this gen- 
eration at least. To designate them as 
lectures would be entirely misleading. They 
aré not discourses on literature, neither are 
they disquisitions on poetry. The peda- 
gogic element does not enter into them, 
nor is he consciously didactic: 
the outpouring, in the choicest expressions 
of the richest of languages, of gems of 
‘thought and fancy from the mind of a poet 
who confessedly aspires to immortality 
through his works. 

That of yesterday was the exposithen and 
elaboration of the theme of “ Les Horten- 
sias Bleus.”’ The title of this singular book, 
“Blue Hydrangeas,’ was chosen not so 
much through predilection for a flower of 
soft and délicate tint—which supposed pre- 
dilection has been made the basis of many 
ridiculous stories—as because of the rela- 
tion the poet establishes in his mind’ be- 


tween the mysterious nuance of this blos- 


som, whose natural hue should be pink, 

and the mystery imparted to objects of his 
contemplation and study by a certain 

esthetic way of considering them. 

“ There is nothing beautiful, sweet, grand 
in life save things mysterious,”’ wrote Cha- 
teaubriand. *‘ What,” said M. de Montes- 
quiou, using this as his text, “‘ought we to 
understand from this quality; this virtue 
which, conferring mystery upon a being, a 
work, an event, endows them with that 
singular attraction which renders them 
mysterious? ”’ 

He eliminated after expounding them 
the etymological or historical meanings of 
the word mystery, the particular mys- 
gery forming the subject of his observa- 

“Yious and reflections being that special to 
humanity, art, and life, which is rendered 
so attractive by its intangibility and un- 
definableness. 

“It is,” said he, ‘‘a grace for a secret 

. of art as for a secret of lové, to remain a 
Vurydice- whose scarf touches lightly with- 
out growing heavy, an Eros whom a 
Psyche's insistence would cause to fly 
away, a Sphinx which constrained to speak 
weculd plunge into the abyss. A Laura 
who should give herself to a Petrarch after 


a first sonnet would be sure not to inspire 
a second one. 


“Mystery is not forcibly. grave; it could 
not be jovial; but it can be gracious. Jor- 
daens and Rubens could never be. its 
priests, but Watteau is filled with it. 

“Mystery can emanate from what does 
not appear to contain it. Am I offending 
you by saying that nothing seemed less 
compatible with it than the land of Busi- 
ness and of the Trust? And yet this land 
can pride itself upon giving birth to two 
Masters, mysterious above all others, each 
in his own art. I refer to Poe and Whis- 
tier. The former held the creation of a 
new beauty to be one of the three condi- 
tions of happiness. To him this new beauty 
was nothing less than that new shudder 
which Victor Hugo later had to recognize 
Baudelaire, the translator of Poe, had felt. 

2 And this new shudder itself was nothing 
sless than one of the most disquieting man-‘ 
ifestations of mystery. 

** As to Whistler, while it does not radiate 
Gread, his mystery is not less penetrat- 
ing; it hovers over all his landscapes, it 
pours from the eyes of his portraits and 
rests like a velvet touch on the soul, which 
it causes to ponder and remember. 

*Mystery in life and in art is an ef- 
fluvium which radiates from a being or 
fron: a work, troubles an@charms, attracts 
and holds as though by 4 promise of reve- 
lation indefinitely deferred. 

“The ‘Giaconda’ offers a perféct type 
of mystery in art. A landscape without 
figures can present examples just as ex- 
cellent. The Swiss painter,. Boecklin, who 
died recently, reproduced landscapes es- 
sentially saturated with mystery.” 

M. Ge Montesquiou has himself interpreted 
mystery in art, and the fascinating ‘‘ Blue 
Hydrangeas” is the result. _Car=fully se- 
lected examples from the book were given 
to. his hedrers yesterday.. They were taken 
into poetic abodes, into the light ehamber 
of childhood, ‘where paintings hang, 
where melodies are suspended, chosen from 
among those which harmonize with their 
setting, which has been described by a poet 
as ‘an abode ornamented with inevenlous 
furntture in tones of caressing colors where 
_ mind disposes itself for things of hap- 
piness. 


“Is it not always sweet to believe in 
happiness, to await it even if it does not 
come,” added the Count “Is happiness 
‘more than to ‘hope for it amid surrotnd- 
ings ‘that would embellish {t, and in which 
the impatience of waiting for ft gives a 
soul to objects. and life to things? ’*’ 

Here is an interior worthy. the poet con- 
ceives; to-harbor for a space the ever- 
beckoning, ever-unseizable -spirit, Happi- 
ness: : ;

LIEUT. WELLS ACCUSED. 


Secretary Moody Orders Commander of 
Wrecked Naval Tug Leyden Court- 
Martialed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Secretary 
Moody has rejected in part the findings of 
the court of inquiry appointed by him to 
investigate the conditions under which the 
naval tug Leyden was cast away on the 
south coast of Block Island Jan. 21 during 
a dense fog and heavy sea. 

The Secretary in his.indorsement on the 
report of the proceedings recalls the fact 
that it was found by the court that there 
Was reprehensible neglect in not getting 
soundings, and that this neglect is espe- 
cially noticeable in not getting soundings 
when in plain sight of Montauk Point. A 
sounding at this time would have been of 
great assistance and of greater accuracy 


than the one adopted in estimating the dis- 
tance by eye alone. ° 

The court found that no one was at fault 
except the commanding officer, but it al- 
luded to His trying position and his ad- 
mirable conduct after the grounding. So it 
recommended that he be given a letter of 
reprimand, and that no. further proceed- 


ings be had. 

Secretary Moody disapproved the last 
part of the findings and directed the trial 
by court-martial of Lieut. Chester Wells at 
Newport a week from to-day. 


A PARCELS POST EXPERIMENT. 


Senate Measure Giving Authority to 
Try the Scheme in Certain Cities. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Senator Wel- 
lington has’an amendment which he will 
offer to the Post Office Appropriation 
bill, and which gives the Postmaster Gen- 
eral. authority to'put into operation an ex- 


perimental parcels post service between 
Washington and Richmond, Washington 
and Philadelphia, or between Washington 
and any other point he may deem most 
practicable. 

The weight.of packages to be carried is 
limited to eleven pounds and the charge 
for the carriage is not to exceed 6 cents 
for one_ pound ahd 2 eents additional for 
each extra pound up to and including eley- 
en pounds, 

Under . this ‘schedule .of charges a pack- 
age weighing cleven pounds would cost 26 
eents. The amendment also provides for 
the immediate delivery of packages to the 
addressee, for..which special service an 
additional charge may be made, not to ex- 
ceed one-half of the charge for postage on 
the parcel, 

One hundred. thousand. dollars is 
priated for the experiment. 


NAVAL BILL PASSES HOUSE. 


An Amendment Appropriates $500,000 


with Which to Purchase Subma- 


rine Torpedo Boats. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—At the end of 
a protracted session. the House to-day 
passed the Navai Appropriation bill. 

A great many amendments. were offered 
to the provisions relating to the increase of 
the personne] and. the authorization of new 
ships to be bullt...The most important 
amendment adopted was one to authorize 
the Secretary of the. Navy in his discretion 
to purchase or contract for submarine tor- 
pedo boats after investigation of their mer- 
its, and appropriates $500,000 for that pur- 
pose, The amendment was in the language 
of a bill introduced by Mr. Hill of Con- 
necticut, and it was stated on the floor that 
it _ had the support of all the members: of 
the Naval Committee. It was adopted prac- 
tically. without debate.. The words author- 
izing the construction of the new ships 
“by contract ’’ -were. stricken out. 

As passed,.the bill-provides for three new 
battleships, an-armored cruiser, two steel 
training ships;-and-one wooden brig for 
training purposes, in addition to the sub- 
marine boats diseretionally authorized. 

The increase in the personnel of the navy 
went through as reported by the committee, 
an effort to limit the increase to two mid- 
shipmen for each Senator and Representa- 
tive to the period between now and 1911 
having been voted down. 

An amendment was adopted giving mem- 
bers of Congress whose districts are not 
now represented at the Naval Academy the 
privilege of immediately appointing to fill 
such vacancies. : 

An amendment was adopted to provide 
for the summary expulsion of a naval cadet 
found guilty of hazing. 

An amendment was adopted requiring the 
use of domestic machinery and materials 
‘n--the construction of the ships. 

aa ~ unanimous consent the provision 
which liad gone.out-on a point of order 
authorizing the Secretary .of the Navy to 
construct the ships in overnment yards 
in. the event of a combination of bidders 
was restored. : 

Mr. Gaines (Dem., Tenn.,) raised a point

\EX-SLAVE SWINDLE SUSPECTED 


Postal Officials Keeping an Eye on a 
Certain Washington Association. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The postal of- 
ficials are keeping a sharp lookout for 
literature prepared to deceive confiding 
and. ignorant colored people in connection 
with the bill introduced in the Senate by 
Mr. Hanna to pension ex-slaves. Two 
years ago fraud orders were issued against 
efforts of this kind, and it is highly prob- 
able that it will become necessary to issue 
similar orders again. 

A so-called association, having headquar- 
ters in this city, and known as “The ex- 
Slaves Mutual Bounty and Pension Asso- 
ciation,’’ has issued a circular addressed 
to ex-slave clerks, a copy of which is in 
possession of the postal authorities. It is 
dated at .‘‘Supreme Headquarters of the 
Ex-Slave Mutual Relief; Bounty and Pen- 
sion Association of the United States of 
America,’’ which are stated to be at a given 
number and street in this city, and reads as 
follows: . 

Dear Friends: We hail you with good news 
and glad tidings from the Supreme Headquar- 
ters.- Senator’ Mark Hanna introduced the ex- 
Slave Pension bill to-day, Feb, 4. He is a man 
of might and power, and victory is perched on 
our banner, so march to the front for justice, 

The Ex-Slave Mutual Relief, Bounty and Pen- 
sion Association has worked and is working in- 
eessantly with concentrated efforts to bring 
about certain National legislation whereby every 
ex-slave member may be compensated for past 
services rendéred. This association has been 
duly incorporated and authorized to transact 
euch business as may tend to bring about such 
legislation by honorable and just means, and 
as certain moneys collected for the purpose afore- 
said have not been sufficient to meet all neces- 
sary disbursements of the State and National 
officials in execution of their various duties, 
therefore each member is requested to contrib- 
ute $1 (with the exception of those in North 
Carolina, who have already contributed) to 
defray National expenses in the agitation of our 
causes, which are now pending for legislation. 

Subscribers are assured that the contributions 
willbe deposited in bank here, and will be used 
exclusively for the National purposes in de- 
fraying expenses in furthering the cause of 
justice, 

The circular is signed by J. W. Clift, Na- 
tional President; Callie D. House, National 
Secretary; Julia Jackson, Assistant Nation- 
al Secretary, and by the Supreme National 
Promoter, the Supreme Deputy National 
Promoter, and the National Inspector. 

As the. bill introduced by Mr. Hanna will 
die with the session, it is probable the pos- 
tal authorities will have something to say 
about a scheme to obtain money through 
the mails based on legislation that was pro- 


posed in a Congress which will have no ex- 
istence after March 4.

MORE TYPHOID IN ITHACA. 


Sixteen Wew Cases Reported—Cornell 
Classrooms Deserted — University 
Declines Responsibility. 

ITHACA, N. Y., Feb. 19.—Sixteen new 
cases of typhoid fever developed here to- 
day. None of them, however, was among 
the studénts of Cornell University. Three 
fever »patients were discharged from Cor- 
nell Infirmary to-day and sent to their 
homeg to convalesce, These were the first 
cases§to recover in the present epidemic. 
Theré\ are a number of other very serious 
cases, The condition of Dr. J. Gifford and 
Prof, W. A. Finch of the university Faculty 
remains unchanged. 

Although the general exodus of students 
of a week ago has somewhat abated, stu- 
dents continue to leave town. Especially 
are the Colleges of Arts and Sciences and 
the School-of' Law affected, less than one- 
third of the regular law students remaining 
here. 

There is no intention on the part of the 
authorities. to close the university. As yet 
not one of the one thousand absent students 
has. returned to his work. . 

President. Schurman this afternoon -ad-

For the last two days 
there has been a i d strong student senti- 
ment against the university authorities be- 
cause of: the’ university’s ‘refusal to grant 
the students’ .demand that the university 
establish a.temporary pure water supply for 
student boarding and eating houses, 
esident Schurman said that the Trus- 
tees refused to grant this demand, because 
the university did not want to take upon 
itself responetiaty for the health of the 
student body..

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SOUTHERN PACIFIC DEAL. 


Asks State Authority to Sell Its Sabine 


Pass-Dallas Line—Rock Island 
May Buy. 

Special to The New York 7 mes, 
AUSTIN, Texas, Feb. 19.—An official ad- 
vertisement has been issued by the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad giving notice that 
formal application will be made to the Leg- 
islature now in session by the ‘Texas and 
New Orleans Railway Company,” which 
is a part of the Southern Pacific system; 
for authority to sell its Sabine Pass-Dallas 
line. The advertisement created much sur- 
prise and speculation. 

The fact that the Rock Island has formed 
a close alliance with the Harriman inter- 
ests is taken to indicate that the former 
road is the prospective purchaser of the 
Texas and New Orleans. There has also 
been an intimation that the St. Louis and 
San Francisco interests might be the partyy 
to the deal. Judge L. F. Parker of St. 
Louis, general counsel of the ‘‘’Frisco,” 
who is now in Austin, whi. asked to-day 
as to the ‘’Frisco’”’ being the prospective 
purchaser of the road in question replied: 
“If the “’Frisco’ has purcffased or 1s 
negotiating for the purdgase of the Texas 
and New Orleans, I do not know anything 
about it. It is not likely that I would be in- 


formed of the deal even if it should ‘be 
pending.”’ 

. A. Jones, traffic manager of the South- 
ern Pacific including the Texas and New 
rleans, was asked if he knew anything 
about the proposed sale of the latter prop- 
erty. ‘I know nothing more than what 
is contained in the advertisement,” he re- 
plied. ‘‘ It is evident that it is not a propo- 
sition to consolidate that road with any 
of the other Southern Pacific lines in this 
State. I take the advertisement to mean 
that the road is to be sold to some other 
railroad company to be organized under 
the taws of the State.” 

Judge N. H. wsassiter, general counsel of 
the Rock Isla..d in Texas, was also asked 
whether the Rock Island is the proposed 
purchaser of the road. He replied: ‘If it 
is the Rock Island I am not aware of it. 
I have received no information on the ‘sub- 
ject, further than the notice of the pro- 
posed sale as contained in the advertise- 
ment. A careful consideration of all the 
circumstances and the recent negotiations 
that have been in progress between the 
Harriman and Rock Island interests leads 
to the conclusion that a strong alliance: be- 
tween the Rock Island and the Southern 
Pacific system has been effected, and that 
the transfer of the Texas and New Or- 
leans to the Rock Island is one of the feat- 
ures of the deal. It also leads to the be- 
lief that the Houston and Texas Central 
has not been purchased by the Rock Isl- 
and, and that the Texas and New Or- 
leans is the road that was involved in the 
deal that gave currency to the report of 
the former's sale. 

“A gap of about thirt-- miles remains to 
be constructed in the Texas and New Or- 
leans to complete the line between Sabine 
Pass and Dallas. The road will be com- 
pleted about April 1.” 


BALTIMORE AND OHIO PLANS. 


Will Have a New Line Across the Alle- 


ghanies and Save Seventy Miles. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Official announce- 
ment is made of a plan of the Baltimore 
and Ohio to construct a new road across 
the Alleghany Mountains. Options have 
been obtained on nearly all of the rights 
of way, and all the more important pre- 
liminary details have been completed. 

It is estimated that the cost of the new 
line will be about $20,000,000. East of the 
old South Pennsylvania Station on Sewick- 
ley Creek, it will leave the Pittsburg and 
Connellsville at Dexter, tunneling the huge 
river hill at that point. Through this hill the 


line strikes Crooked Run, then there {is an- 
other tunnel to a. branc. ‘of. Jack's Run. 
More tunneling follows, and the new route 
makes its way eastward ‘to Sewickley 
Creek, at a point about midway between 
Irwin, on the Pennsylvania, and the pres- 
ent location of the Baltuumore and Ohio. 
The tunnels are nine innumber. Two-thirds 
of the excavations have. be®n made. The 
total length of these tunnels is. 37,789 feet. 
Hancock is now 205 miles from Baltimore 
by rail. It is understood that the new sur- 
vey will shorten the distance 76 miles.

NEGRO CONFERENCE ENDS 


Discussion at Tuskegee on the 
Teaching of Agriculture. 


Extension Work Through Fairs, Farm- 


ers’ Institutes, and Traveling 
Libraries Is Urged. 


‘ Special to The New York Times. 

TUSKEGEE, Ala., Feb. 19.—The twelfth 
annual Tuskegee Negro Conference closed 
here to-day with a large attendance of edu- 
cators from all over the South. 

The conference adopted resolutions of 
regret at the death of Dr. J. L. M. Curry, 
arid expressed its appreciation of his great 
interest in Southern education, in negro 
education in general, and in the work of 
the Tuskegee Institute. 

Prof. Roscoe Conklin Bruce, Chairman of 
the committee appointed for the purpose 
of choosing the subjects for discussion by 
the conference, reported as follows: 

‘‘The general subject is to be the teach- 
ing of agriculture in the broad sense. The 
discussions on this subject will naturally 
divide themselves into three general top- 


ics—the teaching of agriculture in the city 


schools, in the country schools, and by ex- 
tension ‘teaching, mainly in the country. 
The consideration of the first of these 
three topics will naturally deal with the 
common schools, the secondary schools, and 
the higher institutions, all of which, in 
their most ample development, are to be 
found in cities. In the country the higher 
institutions are not so frequently found, 
and hence the discussion of this second 
topic will concern only the common schools 
and the secondary institutions. 

“The various methods of teaching are 
many, but for our purposes the four most 
important are farmers’ institutes, instruc- 
tion from traveling agricultural experts, 
traveling libraries, and farmers’ bulletins.” 

The discussion following was very full 
and of the most practical character, most 
of the speakers telling with more or less 
detail of the work being done by them and 
the results thereof. At the close of the 
discussion the Committee on Resolutions 


summarized the opinion of those present 
as follows: 

“Having had the privilege - of hearing 
the discussions carried on at the workers 
conference we take this means of express- 
ing our belief in their helpfulness. 

“Since the vast majority of the negroes 
of the South are engaged in agricultural 
pursuits and ‘will be for many years, we 
believe the subject should have larger at- 
tention in primary, secondary, and other 


institutions of learning. 

“The discussion. to-day has developed the 
fact that there is a growing interest among 
educational. workers in this particular. 

“It is evident that agricultural instruc- 
tion can be carried on in connection witb 
any. kind of educational work. 

‘We would strongly urge agricultural ex- 
tension work through the medium of fairs, 
ee institutes, traveling libraries, and 
ot 


er agencies.

NO BAIL FOR J. H. TILLMAN. | 


South Carolina’s Chief Justice Holds 
Him for the Murder of 
N. G. Gonzales. 


COLUMBIA, 8S. Ci, Feb. 19.—Ex-Lieut. 
Gov. James H. Tillman was this afternoon 
held without bail on a charge of murdering 
N. G. Gonzales at the conclusion of. the 
hearing of his application for release on 
bond. 

Tiliman was not present at the hearing | 
before Chief Justice Pope, but was repre- 
sented by counsel.

The university has ro 
physician of its own, and the patients in 
the infirmary are treated by the local 
physicians according to their light. It 
employs an excellent woman as nurse 
and matron of the infirmary, but she 
has not enough help and it is within the 
truth to say that the nursing of the 
typhoid cases has been insufficient. For 
the continuance of these conditions there 
is no excuse. The decision to take one of 
the local halls and convert it into a hos- 
pital was tardily reached. This should 
have been done weeks ago. There are 
plenty of vacant places to be had for 
this purpose in Ithaca, and lacking them, 
one of the college buildings should have 
been set apart for that purpose. 

The immediate duty of the university 
management is to select a qualified ex- 
pert and put the management of the epi- 
demic in his hands with full authonity to

OBITUARY ELOQUENCE. 

‘We observe with interest that Sena- 
tor Depew’s obituary remarks in the 
Senate, upon the character and career of 
the late Amos J, Cumminas, have been 
“taken up” with a controversial inten- 
tion by our esteemed contemporary The 
Tribune. That journal controverts every 
important statement of fact that the 
Senator made. We have no doubt, and 
neither, we suppose, has Mr. Drprprw 
now, if he has seen the article, that The 
Tribune is right on every detail, and 
that he is wrong. For the presumption 
is that The Tribune, searching the Sen- 
ator’s remarks, with a hostile intention, 
not necessarily toward the Senator, 
spoke by the card, whereas he spoke 
from a merely general recollection of the 
affairs of thirty years ago, and, thus 
speaking, not unnaturally fell into many 
errors. He seems to have been particu- 
larly unfortunate in so complete a mis- 
placement of his memories. But, at the 
Same time, it is perfectly possible that a 
very vague recollection of times and 
places may have co-existed with a sub- 
stantially accurate recollection of events 
and speeches which nobody is likely to 
forget. And we should have been glad 
if our esteemed contemporary had seen 
its way to draw this distinction and to 
acknowledge that a narration which is 
even “conspicuously inexact’”’ as to de- 
tails may yet be substantially true as to 
essentials. 

We should have been all the more grat- 
ified to note such an acknowledgment, 
because nobody can possibly imagine 
that the Senator either fabricated or 
falsified his recollection of an interview 
with Mr, GREELEY in his latest days. And 
also because Mr. DePprw’s speech was a 
very good and a very interesting speech. 
Therein it differs widely from the ordi- 
nary output of Congressional mortuary 
eloquence, which is about the most griev- 
ous and inexcusable waste of public time 
and money to which Congress delivers 
itseif, Some stoppage of this wash of 
insincere verbiage is greatly needed. The 
more is the pity that, when a Senator 
really says something in an obituary 
oration, something worth listening to 
and worth reading, it should be “ proved 
on him” that he has committed a series 
of grievous mistakes in matters of fact. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——In a discussion of the case of an In- 
diana man who knocked his wife down 
because she refused to leave the bread she 
was kneading and join him in family pray- 
ers, Harper's Weekly raises the question 
whether this man is not a curious survival 
of the past in more than his methods of 
marital persuasion. ‘‘ Family prayers,’’ it 
says, ‘‘ which used to be common in this 
country, are a rare observance nowadays. 
The reason for the lapse of the custom is 
not so much the decline of piety as that, 
as life became fuller and individual engage- 
ments and preferences were more and more 
respected, it became harder to get families 
together for worship. Family prayers be- 
long to a time when the head of the fam- 
ily ruled it, not by general consent, but by 
authority, It was a time, too, when re- 
ligious observances were more regarded 
than now, though probably not religion it- 
self; when there were fewer trains to be 
caught, fewer factory bells, fewer school 
bells, fewer letters, fewer engagements and 
duties outside the household, It is like old 
times to read of family prayers and of 
some one who found it inconvenient to be 
present. The institution is not dead, but 
it is rare now and only prevails in excep- 
tional households whose members are not 
in a hurry. And even in such families it 
only prevails nowadays by consent.”” The 
exact proportion between the number of 
families in which these services are now 
held and the number that held them in the 
past would, of course, be hard to deter- 
mine, but certainly they are rarely the 
topic of conversation nowadays, and mod- 
ern fiction, unlike that of a hundred, fifty, 
or even twenty years ago, contains prac- 
tically no references to them. The cus- 
tom, however, was never as common in this 
country as in England, where it was a part 
of the aristocratic, semi-patriarchal sys- 
tem of society of which we have had no 
trace since the close of the Colonial era. 
Perhaps even in England tae custom has 
waned as much ag it has here. Certainly 
the British novelists never write about it 
now. 


‘— We shall watch with interest the out- 
come of any attempt to carry out the an- 
nounced plan for bringing reluctant debtors 
to terms-and payment—by going to their 
places or residence with a wagon conspicu- 
ously placarded with the words, ‘“‘ Collector 
of Bad Debts." The inventor of the scheme 
—it is rather an adaptation than an inven- 
tion—is quoted as saying that he has 
“taken advice" and is sure of escaping 
legal reprisals from the debtors, but we 
doubt that he is as secure as he thinks, or 
that he will accomplish anything except 
with people who from ignorance or other 
reasons do not test their right to freedom 
from the annoyance he proposes to inflict 
upon them, The law provides the means 
it deems proper and adequate for the col- 
lection of debts, and they do not include 
public disgrace of this particular variety. 
The creditor who cannot get his money 
either by threatening or resorting to regular 
legal proceedings through the courts would 
better be very careful before he determines 
to do anything more than make a sorrow- 
ful entry under the head of profit and loss. 
Not all debtors who cannot pay are vil- 
lains, nor will it always be safe to treat 
them as such, Prosecution is one thing 
and persecution another very different; and 
even those who do not pay their bills can 
protect themselves from persecution if they 
choose. Some will choose as soon as those 
distasteful and embarrassing wagons begin 
to go around in Brooklyn or elsewhere, and 
then there will be amusement for the 
spectators. is 


~-~There is reason, it now appears, for 
holding Cornell University to an even 
heavier responsibility than was at first 
supposed for the danger from typhoid fever 
to which its students have been exposed. It 
would have been bad enough simply to per- 
mit the student body to be supplied with 
drinking water much more than likely to 


little, if any, less than criminal, but what 
is to be said of the present revelation that 
not only have the university corporation 
and half a dozen of its Trustees been di- 
rectly interested in the profits made by 
furnishing this water, but that even now 
these Trustees are opposed, and effectively 
cpposed, to remedial action the result of 
which would be interference with the wa- 
ter company’s monopoly and the diminu- 
tion of its profits? It is almost impossible 
te believe that the dispatches in which 
these statements are made can be correct 
in all their details. Even with the worst 
of those details removed the case is con- 
siderably worse than bad enough. The 
whole episode illustrates again—and quite 
unnecessarily—the gross impropriety of 
allowing a city’s water to be controlled by 
& private corporation and to be exploited 
for private gain, Much can be said against 
the municipal ownership of other public 
utilities, but for this one such ownership is 
alone compatible with any approach to 
safety, and only in the rarest instances is 
any other ownership excusable. Probably it 
is never really justifiable, though it is, of 
course, sometimes judicious, for one town 
to buy its water of a second that happens 
to have it to spare. 


COLLEGE STUDENTS’ WORK. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In connection with the recent comments 
in “ Topics of the Times,’ where you imply 
that three hours each day conS&titute the 
average student's work, I beg to present 
the following extract from the annual cata- 
logue of the institution with which I am 
connected: 

8. The student should allow one or two hours 
for study in connection with each hour of junior 
class work, In senior classes four or five hours 
of study are sometimes needed for one of class 
work. Thus an election of fifteen hours of 
jumor class work each week implies a total of 
about forty hours of work distributed over six 
days, or nearly seven hours per day. For senior 
classes the work may be as much as ten hours 
fer day, or even more. A laboratory exercise of 
two or three hours is hence estimated as the 
equivalent of one hour of junior class work with 
its added preparatory study. 

This estimate is the result of long expe- 
rience. The average student who succeeds 


in carrying his college load has but little 
excess of time for athletics, general soci- 
ety, or dissipation. But there are many 
who exercise the right of election, and se- 
lect the more attractive load in place of 
that which the college offers. The more 
ambitious and capable students sometimes 
carry the load suggested in your editorial, 
but for the average student it is not pos- 


sible,

CRUELTY IN CATTLE SHIPMENTS 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is the earnest wish of those actively 
interested in the good of our country that 
the passage of a shameful bill now before 
‘Congress be frustrated by the efforts of 
wise and human people who realize that the 
healthfulness, moral and physical, of the 
masses must not be sacrificed to the con- 
temptible commercialism of a few. Shame 
on him who has any influence in the mat- 
ter and neglects to use it! 

On Feb. 9, 1900, there was reported to the 
United States Senate a bill to amend Sec- 
tion 4,386 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States. That amendment if passed 
would have made legal the confining in 
ears for forty hours, without food, rest, or 
water, of live stock in transit. The bill 
failed. Once more the greed of the miser- 
able shippers prevailed, and now our Rep- 
resentatives, intrusted with voicing the 
sentiments of the people, have deliberately 
placed in jeopardy the lives of those ani- 
mals.. Good authorities assert that the 
flesh of suffering animals is poisonous. 
Moreover, look at the inhuman side of the 
question, Can a man with any heart at all 
enjoy eating meat got at the price of 
agony? 

The present law, which has been so long 
in foree, and which places the limit at 
twenty-eight hours, except in cases where 
improved cars are used, was deemed by 
the most competent judges the utmost that 
could be conceded to the heartlessness of 
the shipper who deliberately calculates a 
percentage of death in his shipments, 

The National Live Stock Association pre- 
sented its desire for this amendment to the 
American Humane Association three years 
ago, The American Humane Association 

assed a resolution expressing its belief 

hat the present twenty-eight-hour law was 

extreme. This law has the indorsement 
of all the humane societies in the land, and 
it is the result of wise and careful consid- 
eration. Much of the meat now brought 
to our markets is unfit for food. Do we 
want this evil increased by subjecting ani- 
mals to the cruelties which the twenty- 
eight-hour law was framed to prevent? 
This is a question which should engage 
the attention of State Boards of Health. 
After the long struggle to reform these 
abuses are we now to adopt the policy of 
retrogression? A wiser policy would be 
the enactment of a law compelling all ship- 
pers to use the improved cars. 

We have faith that our people will not 
lose one precious moment, using all possi- 
ble influence, to prevent this horrible meas- 
use from paesing the Senate. H. B. B.,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The President 
announced to-day the appointment of Judge 
William R. Day of Ohio to be Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States in

David Wark of Canadian Senate Is 100 

Years Old and Has Been 61 Years 

in Politics. 

FREDERICKTON, N. B., Feb. 19.—The 
Hon. David Wark, Ll. D., to-day entered 
upon the one hundredth year of his age, 
and he claims the distinction of being the 
oldest living legislator in the world. He is 
a member of the Canadian Senate, having 
been called to a seat in that body at the 
time of the confederation of all Canada. 
The Senator has been longer in public life 
than any other legislator of the present 
day, having spent more than sixty-one 
years in politics. He entered the New 
Brunswick Legislature from kent County 
in 1842, served eight years as a Represea- 
tative, then sixteen years in the Legisla- 
tive Council before becoming a Senator, 
He was at one time Receiver General of 
New Brunswick. “ 

Senator Wark is in excellent health. He 
boasts his ability to still saw wood. He 
expects to attend next month’s meeting of 
the Senate at Ottawa, although he will 
have to travel hundreds of miles to do so.

BIG DEAL IN TIMBER. 


Minnesota Capitalist Purchases Nearly 
Four Billion Feet in the Bahama 


islands.

DULUTH, Minn., Feb. 19.—An enormous 
and most unusual timber deal has just been 
completed by W. H. Gilbert, who is owner 
of a large sawmill and many million feet 
of timber here. Mr. Gilbert has bought be- 
tween three and four billion feet of stand- 
ing pine, and a lot of mahogany, on the 
Bahama Islands, chiefly on Grand Abaco, 
Great Bahama, and Andros Islands, and 
has succeeded in securing from the British 
Government licenses to cut and manufac- 
ture this timber as soon as desirable. 

A large sawmill is to be erected at once, 
to be followed later by others. Mr. Gilbert 
left for the Bahamas last week, accom- 
panied by logging superintendents and man- 
ufacturing experts. 

In the course of a recent search for 
neglected opportunities, Mr, Gilbert ran 
across this timber, reasoning from the 
fact that Florida contained much good yel- 
low pine. The timber of the Bahamas is 
rather small, but is clear and straight, and 
is especially adapted for a class of wood 
he has been exporting in quantities for some 
years. The chief market for this timber, 
until the American duty is taken off, will 
be in Great Britain and Europe. 


JAMES B. COLGATE’S GIFT. 


Makes $100,000 Addition to Endowment 
Fund of University Bearing His 
Name. 


HAMILTON, N. Y., Feb. 19.—James B. 
Colgate of New York has given $100,000 
to Colgate University, as an addition to 
its endowment fund, The university is 
now making an effort to secure an equal 
sum for the erection of a new Science 
Hall and other improvements. 

Mr. Colgate’s gift cannot be applied to 
these purposes. About ten years ago Mr. 
Colgate donated £1,000,000 in trust to the 
university, and it has received from him 
many other valuable gifts, among them

Sale of-an Art Dealer’s Collection—The 
Ichenhauser Pictures to be Sold 
Next Week. 


A fourth collection of remarkable can< 
vases by old masters will be sold at Men-« 
delssohn Hall om Thursday and Friday 
evenings next week. They are on exhibi- 
tion in three of the galleries of the 
American, Art Association on Madison 
Square. 

Mr. J. D. Ichenhauser is a dealer in 
works of art who has made England his 
special collecting ground during the past 
decade, and has a particular fancy for 
the British masters and their forerunners 
in Holland. There are a few French and 
Flemish pictures among the 155 works by 
over one hundred artists; a few modern 
Americans also, but a majority are old 
Duteh and old but of course comparatively 
more recent British. And it is noticeable 
that he has picked up specimens of many 
painters whose work reaches America so 
seldom as to be practically unknown; even 
in London, that greatest of the world’s 
picture marts, these sold on their faces, 
because no one deems them worthy of par- 
ticular notice. 

It is this characteristic of the collection 
which gives it interest, because it appeals 
to those who value pictures on the side of 
the history of art as well as intrinsic 
beauty. It is a collector’s collection in that 
respect, although made by a dealer in pic- 
tures. A canvas by Richard Hilder of Lon- 
don, or Willem Van Herp of Antwerp, or 
Ambrosini Jerome, a pupil of Sir Thomas 
Lawrence; or, Caleb Robert Stanley, Lon- 
don, (1790-1868,) or Piat / .wseph Sauvage of 
Taurpnai, (1744-1814,) or William Havell, 
James Stark, or AMred and Joseph Stan- 


nard, will scarcely appeal to the public, 
nor to those who demand exceptional 
beauty in an old painting, but they may 
excite some interest in a collector who 
wishes to group the men of second or third 
rank about a leader in art at a given 
epoch. 

lf such pictures were all of this gather- 
ing, or the major rt, it would be more 
merciful to say nothing. But they are the 
background against which are relieved 
many very excellent specimens. Take 
George Morland for an instance. Among 
the six examples there are two which ac- 
count for the immense vogue this painter 
had in his day (1790-1800) despite the ex- 
traordinarily uneven quality of his work. 

‘Sow and Pigs” is painted with genuine 
enjoyment of the beauty in color offered 
by an unsavory animal which man scorns 
when alive and cannot do without when 
dead. It is not meremeary to recall the 
moral drawn from Morland's partiality for 
pigs, and the life he led; it was a common- 
place in his day, and long afterward, and 
did not prevent those who cared for pic- 
tures from admiring his barnyard scenes. 
“The Dragon Inn” is a composition of the 
period built on Dutch precedents, but racy 
and full of uncommonly rich color. ‘“ The 
Smugglers ” is thin-painted and poorly com- 
posed, still it is better than ‘* Winter Scene, 
Skating,’ and ‘' Gypsies.” 

Turner is another specialty with Mr, 
Ichenhauger, nine oils, water colors, sepias, 
und pencil drawings offering a certain 
range of nis work. ‘“‘ Ehrenbreistein’’’ on 
the Rhine is a largish painting, very de- 
lightful in the rendering of mountain mass 
in shadow against a luminous pale sky and 
the somewhat arbitrary disposition of cas- 
tle, town, river, and curious primitive 
steamboat, Views in water color from Lago 
Mugsiore are bright and clear, the draw- 
ing of a street in Dover more like # mas- 
ter’s work, while “The Wreck,’ almost 
alcne, a ragged shore with breken ship, a 
corpse on ‘the strand, a big seagull hovering 
akeve, and the sky at sunset angry and red, 
is a picture that gives some measure of 
what Turner could do when in the mood. 

Richard Wilson (1718-1788) is another fae 
vorite, although there are comparatively 
few persons in America who care greatly 
for his sémi-classical landscapes. “ Land- 
scape and Ruins," “Girl With Bird's 
Nest,” and “Tivoli Landscape" are for 
people who merely want a specimen of 
Wilson's work ‘‘ Lake Scene With: Ruins,” 
on the other hand, is for those who are 
only satisfied with beauty. Its broad, vivid 
brushwork or the figures of the old man 
and child, its strong brown tones and the 
ruins rather coarse in touch, have a vir- 
ility that suggests Constable and some of 
Old Crome’s pictures, It is a very rich 
luininous landscape that tells its stmple 
story finely from a distance and makes 
one forgive many a tireseme tight-painted 
classical canvas from this Italianized 
Welshman. 

The presence here of a very modern Bri- 
ton indeed, namely, Frank Brangwyn, 
whose Spanish fishermen are excellently 
bread and decorative in treatment, and 
living Americans, such as Gedney Bunce 
and Ralph A. Blakelock. of whom there is 
a very high-finish landscape, as well as 
William Keith and Julian Rix of Califor- 
nia, and the lage William Bliss Baker of 
New York, is sC&arcely felt in the press of 
old work, Here is a fine head, full-face, of 
a lad said to be Titus van Rhyn, painted 
by his marvelous father; if one cannot be 
absolutely certain of the attribution, it 
bears marks of the master’s school, and 
is an attractive canvas. Here is a little 
broad sketch assigned to Raphael, which 
belonged to Sir Thomas Lawrence, a pre- 
liminary to the *‘ Entombment” at Rome 
in the Borghese. Here are two Tintorettos, 
one of which the likeness of Andreas of 
Morocco in a dull-crimson cloak, ts a superb 
portrait, while the other, ‘‘ A Procurator of 
St. Mark's,” has a muddled face, as if at 
some period the restorer had made things 
impossible set it. The costume, rings, cas- 
ket, handkerchief, &c., are very curious. 
Paulus Potter is also seen in a group of 
lying and standing cattle, a eottage, and a 
landscape, remarkable more for the draw- 
ing than any richness of quality in the col- 
oring of the cows. It is a handsome can- 
vas, but not especially impressive to those 
who know Troyon, Van Marcke, &c. 

Sir Joshua Reynolds appears in a state 
portrait from tke Duke of Buckingham’s 
collection, a full-length standing likeness of 
Sir Richard Grenville, first Earl Temple, 
in the robes of a peer. He looks absurd 
and the pening has no charm, as if Reyn- 
olds could not key himself up to any inter- 
est in the subject. Better is the portrait of 
Mrs. Otway, although she, too, was an un- 
lovely subject. Much finer is the Gilbert 
Stuart portrait of Dr. John Fothergill, a 
Quaker physician, painted very thin, but 
firm in modeling and extremely impressive 
as a bit of characterization. 

Another Colonial American, John Single- 
ton Copley, aids Stuart in carrying off the 
laurels of portraiture in this collection. His 
full-length of David Garrick in some 
Shakespearean part is marvelously spirited, - 
finely characterized, mellow in color, aite- 
gether a masterpiece of the first rank. The. 
only other portrait to compete with it is one’ 
by a Dutchman known best as a cattle 
ainter, namely Aelbert Cuyp, (1620-1691.)

Paviow, the Russian Minister to 
Korea — Bride a Guest of 
the Cassinis.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—A marriage 
surpassing in interest and romance any 
similar ceremony ever celebrated in Wash- 
ingten took place this evening at 10 o'clock 
at the new Russian Embassy on Rhode Isl- 
and Avenue, where Mille. Irene des 
Planques, who has been the eeason's guest 
of the Ambassador's family, became the 
bride of M. Alexandre de Paviow, the Rus- 
sian Minister to Korea. 

The ceremony at which Bishop Tikhon, 
the only prelate of the Orthodox Greek 
Church in this country, officiated, was con- 
ducted according to the strictest Russian 
law, both ecclesiastical and civil, and wit- 
nessed by 200 guests, including the par- 
ents of the bride, who came from Paris for 
the event, and the entire Diplomatic Corps. 

It was to insure the proper setting for so 
important a function that the Ambassador 
and his davzhter, Countess Marguerite Cas- 
sini, hastened their departure from their 
former residence in I Street to the spacious 
new home, formerly the residence of Vice 
President Levi P. Morton, 

The entire first floor was decorated in 
lilies and white roses, the prescribed mar- 
riage flowers of Russia, The altar was 
erected in the dining rcom, the largest of 
the suite of four rooms running the entire 
width of the house. 

The bridal procession formed on th? sec- 
ond ficor and descended the grand stair- 
case to the music of a ehorus of male 
voices chanting the nuptial canticles from 
the Song of Solomon, the singers being a 
part of the reguler choir of St. Nicholas’s 
Church in New York. The music through- 
out the entire service was choral and very 
well rendered. Bishop Tikhon led the pro- 
cession attertded by four priests, the Rev. 
Alexander Hobovilsky, who officiated at 
the Hoy-Rogestvensky wedding, and his 
three assistants, all in full canonical garb. 

Following the clergy walked a four-year- 
old page, carrying the icon, a_ sacred 
picture, which in this case was a ten-inch 
flaque of gold and silver with a painting 
familiar aiike to Greek and Roman Catho- 
lies as *‘ Our Lady of Perpetual Help,”’ the 
face of the mother and child being in Rus- 
sian enamel. 

The page was followed by the bride and 
her father, with the four maids headed by 
Ccuntess Cassini. These fair attendants 
Were in addition to the maid of honor, 
Miss Lody:ensky, daughter of the Russian 
Consul General at New York; Miss Nelka 
de Smirnoff of this city, and the school 
girl sister of the bride. 

After them came Count Cassini escorting 
Mme. des Planques and then fourteen men 
attendants. The first group consisted of 
Baron Schilling, who accompanied the 
tridegroom from Europe, and according to 
our custom would be best man; Mr. Theo- 
Gere Hansen, Col. Raspopow, and Mr. 
Routhkowsky, all of the Russian Embassy 
and all in dipiomatic uniform. 

These gentlemen with Count Cassini and

“ RICHARD Ill.” IN GERMAN. 


Bonn and the Irving Place Company 
Give a Vigorous but Unillum- 
ined Performance. 


Versatile and clever as Herr Bonn has 
proved himself, the time has come when it 
possible to tell in advance just about 
what he will do with every new part. This 
is because, on the one hand, his cleverness 
seldom rises to the height of commanding 
intelligence, and, on the other, his versa- 
tility is superficial, seldom achieving the 
texture the freshness and surprise of 
deeply imaginative feeling. His Richard 
last night lacked both the dexterity and 
the insinuating address which are at one 
pole of the part, and the diabolic lightning 
flashes which are at the other. It had 
moments of cynical, sarcastic humor, and 
moments of burly force; but it was _super- 
ficial in its conception and roughly phys- 
ical in its execution. If the truth be told 
it was not so much the performance of a 
man of genius as of a clever stock actor. 

To proceed with frankness that may be 
indiscreet, the play itself is not the work 
of the highest order of genius. It may not 
be true that, as Lowell among others has 
argued, it is the work of Christopher Mar- 
though it Marlowesque its 
best in Gloucester’s stormy wooing of 
Anne and the lines describing Clarence’s 
dream, as it is at its worst. The most 


conservative opinion is that when Shakes- 
peare wrote it he intended an Elizabethan 
tragedy of blood, and was consciously imi- 
tating the methods and effects of the 
author of ** Tamburlaine’’ and ‘‘ The Jew 
of Malta.’’ 

Certainly the play and the character are 
as preposterously talse to life as they are 
false to history. ‘* Richard III.” has held 
the ata. and will continue to hold it, for 
one and only one reason, which is that ‘t 
gives an actor a rare opportunity for the 
display in a single evening of both dexter- 
ous lightness and subtlety and volcanic 
emotional force. It is the top notch of the 
mere acting drama. Interpreted as it was 
tast night it is not particularly interesting. 
Mansfield used to do most of the things 
Bonn failed to do; but even he was unable 
to make a performance that was of the 
hiehest histrionic interest. 

The work of the company as a whole was 
better than it has often been in Shake- 
spearean arts. Subtle and adroit as these 
actors usually are in modern dramas, their 
methods in the classics are 
and sentimental to bring out the rose-petal 
delicacy and the subtle intellectual virility 
of the best order of Shakespearean char- 
acters, Cordelia and Horatio are beyond 
them. But here the characters are of the 
simplest and most obvious sort, and require 
nothing if not weight in the delivery. 

Bertha Rocco as Anna was fair to look 
upon, ingenious and _ sincere. As Mar- 
garetha Hermine Warna raised the, old- 
fashioned strenuous method of elocution 
to a very high pitch of imaginative force. 
Her pale, fervid face and stately figure re- 
main in a memory in which the great scenes 
of Herr Bonn are already merging into 
indistinctness. Georgine Neuendorff was 
capable as the Duchess of York. Max 
Haenseler and Julius Ascher were an ad- 
mirable pair of murderers. John Feistel 
was. a picturesque Richmond. The play will 
be repeated to-night.

showed artistic feeling, it was clear that 
she had not penetrated into the deeper and 
more intimate qualities of the songs she 
sang. She did best in such spirited pieces 
as Paderewski's fine and characteristic bal- 
ladlike song. ‘‘ Treues Résslein,’”’ and Von 
Filelitz’s ‘‘Ich stahe am Zaune” and “ Die 
Nacht ist Schwer.” There were good points 
also in her singing of Scarlatti’s: ‘Gia il 
sole dal Gange.”’ But she was less success- 
tul in reproducing the tranquil beauty of 
Schumann’s “Die Lotus blume” and 
Brahms’s ‘‘Immer Leiser wird mein 
Schiummer.”’

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THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA 


A Bach Concerto Instead of Mme, 
Bloomfield-Zeisler’s Playing. 


Strauss’s “ Death and Transfiguration” 
and Beethoven’s Fifth Sym- 
phony Played. 


At the fourth evening concert of the Bos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra, which was given 
last evening in Carnegie Hall, the audience 
—very large in number, as all its New 
York audiences have been this season—was 
confronted with notice of a disappointment 
as it entered the hall. 

A. printed slip in the programme book an- 
nounced that Mmme. Bloomfield-Zeisler, 
who was to play Schumann’s pianoforte 
concerto with the orchestra, had been called 
back to her home’in Chicago at very short 
notice by the illness of her husband, For 
which reason, instead of the solo number, 
the orchestra played the second of Bach's 
concertos, for violin, flute, oboe, and trum- 
pet solo, and orchestra. The programme 
included, in addition to this Cherubinl's 
overture to ‘‘ The Water Carrier,’’ Strauss’s 


| tene poem, “Death and Transfiguration,” 


and Beethhoven's fifth symphony. 

Cherubini’s overture sounds at this time 
as “dignified” music of an older day; 
music eminently worthy of respect and also, 
no doubt, of a hearing, not too frequently. 
But it is hard to become deeply interested 
in it, even when so admirably and solidly 
slayed as it was by Mr. Gericke’s men. 
There was genuine regret at the absence 
of Mme. Bloomfield-Zeisler and of the 
Schumann concerto; but if there was any- 
thing calculated to temper that regret it 
was such a performance of such music as 
took its place upon the programme, 

The corcerto is one of Bach's strongest, 
freshest, most vigorous works, in which 
a marvelous contrapuntal art is put at 
the service of an inspiration of unceasing 
beauty. Its effects are foreign to our ears 
—the combination of the violin, flute, oboe, 
and trumpet interchanging with the -or- 
chestra; but they were made effects of a 
ravishing charm last evening. Messrs. 
Kneisel, Macarre, Longy, and Kloepfel 
jlayed the solo parts with what it is not 
lyperbole to call absolute perfection of 
style and ensemble, exquisite in sheer 
beauty and purity of tone, and in balance 
and proportion. 

Anythion more lovely than the instru- 
mental song of the slow movement is not 
to be heard. Mr. Kneisel’s and Mr. Longy‘s 
mastery of their instruments is well known 
to New York amateurs; but the quelities 
of Mr; Macarre, the first flautist of the 
orchestra, and of Mr. Kloepfel, the first 
trumpeter, as solo players, were disclosed 
for the first time, and won great admira- 
tion. The audience did itself honor by 
its burst of spontaneous enthusiasm over 
the music, and its tribute to the four solo 


players. 
Richard Strauss’s ‘‘Tod und Verklir- 


-‘ung’’ no longer causes doubt and distress 


among even the most open-minded of music 
lovers as it once did, especially when it is 
played as it was by the Boston Orchestra 
last evening. Its subject is not one that 
appeals to the sense of beauty or to a sense 
of fitness as one suited for musical treat- 
ment, but the composition .was exhibited 
last eyening as a piece of supremely beau- 
tiful dnd profoundly felt music. 

There never has been any question of 
the technical mastery of the orchestra 
shown in it, which has all the characteris- 
tics of Strauss’s later work, but it has re- 
mained for such a performance as this to 
show forth the euphony which really re- 
sides in all this wonderful involution of 
orchestral effects. 

It is easy _to play Strauss’s music in a 
biatant and ear-splitting manner; in a 
manner to emphasize the harshness of 
some of his adventurous passages, but it 
needs such completeness of mastery as 
Mr. Gericke and his orchestra brought to 
the task last evening to elicit the real value 
of it all, and the real significance. 

The problems that onee seemed to be 
presented by ‘‘ Tod und Verklérung” ap- 
pear less pressing, since the greater ones 
of ‘“‘Zarathustra"’ and ‘“ Ein MHelden- 
leben'’’ have come forward. There is no 
need of pursuing in the music the details 
that the commentators have found there 
er think they have—-th: ‘first fever 
theme,’’ the ‘‘second fever theme,’’ the 
‘‘chief death motive,” or all the harrow- 
ing incidents of the sickroom and the 
patient’s death struggles that have been 
supposed to be represented in it. 

The title is clue enough to the purport of 
the music, and with that or without it, im- 
presses itself as music of a large sweep and 
eloquence, powerful in its development and

and above ail, of absolute beauty in and 
of itself. Whatever its purport may be to

“Das Rheingold” Openc. the Second 
Wagner Cycle at the Metropolitan. 


How vital the later works of Wagner are 


and how strong is their hold upon this public 
are shown at every performance of them at 
the Opera House. The first cycle of the 
Nibelung trilogy was thronged, and the 
second will be even more eargerly attended 
if the first performance of it, given last 
evening, may be allowed to tell the story. 


There was an erformous audience present 
at this representation of ‘Das Rhein- 
gold." The work was given, as before, 


without intermission, yet it was listened to 


with an unceasing attention and with very 
few departures before the end had ar- 


rived. 

The performance was practically the 
same as that of a month ago. A printed 
slip with the programme requested indul- 
gence for Mr, Van Rooy, who sang the part 
of Wotan, although he was suffering from 
hoarseness, in order that there might be 
no change of opera. Mme. Seygard took 
the part of the Rhine daughter Woglinde, 
instead of Mme. Fritzi Scheff. Otherwise 
there was no significant difference. 

Mr. Van Rooy’s hoarseness compelled him 
to husband his voice—which, in general, is 
not altogether a bad thing for Mr. Van 
Rooy to do, even without hoarseness; but 
it naturally had the effect of subduing his 
whole impersonation to a certain extent. 
Mr. Anthes repeated his excellent imper- 
sonation of Loge, which, while it cannot 
rank among the great ones that have been 
seen here, is Goucewing to rank high. His 
voice sounded better last evening than it 
did at the previous performance of ‘‘ Das 
Rheingold.’’ His action is picturesque and 
full of characteristic touches, denoting the 
instability and trickiness of the sardonic 
fire god, and his conception ig consistent 
and definitely drawn. 

Mme. Reuss-Belce's Fricka is a painstak- 
ing and creditable piece of work, though it 
does not often rise above the level of com- 
monplace. Miss Marilly was the Freia, and 
Mme. Schumann-Heink beth Erda and the 
third Rhine-daughter, Flosshilde. The Al- 
berich and the Mime of Mr. Bispham and 
Mr. Reiss stand out as among the most 
strikingly effective and successful charac- 
terizations in the whole performance, and 
the giants Fasolt and Tafner, as repre- 
sented by Mr. Blass and Mr. Elmblad are 
satisfactory. 

There was an unfortunate misplacing of 
one piece of scenery in the first scene, 
which was silently rectified before the eyes 
of the audience. It seems unfortunate that 
such incidents should occur in a work where 
the effectiveness of the scenery is so im- 
portant to the success of the performance.

"WILLIAM E. TEFFT DEAD.

New York Merchant Expires at His 
Country Place at Great Bar- 
rington, Mass.

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Feb. 19.—William 
Erastus Tefft, one of the most prominent 
dry goods merchants of New York, who 
has been a Summer resident of the town of 
Great Karrington for a quarter of a cent- 
ury, died at his country place, Hamilton 
Grange, in Great Barrington, this after- 
noon at 12:40. He had been ill with Bright's 
disease for several years, which was the 
primary cause of his death. He had con- 
sulted many doctors in Hurope and this 
country for the disease, but they were 
unable to help him materially. 

The funeral arfangements had not been 
made this evening, but the body will be 
taken to New York for interment, proba- 
bly to-morrow. He was much interested in 
Great Barrington affairs, and will be 
much missed by the Summer colony of 
Southern Berkshire.

Mr, Tefft was the son of Mr. and Mrs, 
Erastus Tefft, and was born in Syracuse,

known wholesale firm of Tefft, Weller & 
Co. William E. was also connected with 
this firm for a number of years, and in 
1888 succeeded his father as the senior 
member. In 1901 he retired on account of 


ill-health. 
When Mr. Tefft retired from the head 


of the firm of Tefft, Weller & Co., a stock 
company was organized. Mr, Tefft was 
chosen a Director, and was a large stock- 


holder. 

In 1877 Mr. Tefft first came to Great Bar- 
rington. He rented the Dr. Quackenbush 
place, just opposite the fair grounds, and 
after a short time purchased the property.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
Dr, Moses Miejziner. 
Special to The New York Times. 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, Feb. 1%—Death 
claimed Dr. Moses Mielzijier, the vener- 
able President of the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege, late last night. The, noted educator 
was seventy-four years of age, and was 


well and favorably known all over the 


United States and Europe. His death was 
due to heart trouble and senility. 

Dr. Mielziner had, been identified with the 
Hebrew Union College as a professor since 
1879. He leaves a widow and. seven chil- 
dren. He was born in Schubin, Prussia, on 
Aug. 12, 1828. He came to this country in 
I and was made leader of a con ga- 
tion in New York. His faithful and good 
work while there won him recognition, and 
he was brought to this city to teach the 
principles of Judaism, His death will be 
regarded as a great loss to those who 
espouse. the cause of Judaism. 

For the past three years, since the death 
of Rabbi Wise, he had been Pwresident of 
the Hebrew Union College. He received his 
education in a high school in Berlin, and 
commenced the study of theology under 
learned Rabbis in that oy. He received 
his degree of Doctor of ivinity at_the 
Berlin University, and then went to Den- 
mark, and it was there that he established 
his reputation as a litterateur by his treat- 
ise on ‘Slavery Among the Ancient He- 
brews, 

Among his literary works are ‘“ Descript- 
ive meer sat “Introduction to the 
Talmud,” which has been adopted as a 
standard work at the leading theological 
schools, and of which the second edition 
appeared about three weeks ago, One of 
his best works is ** Jewish Law of Marriage 
and Divorce,” and it is comsidered an au- 
thority on the subject.

SHAW AND WHITNEY WIN 


They Will Meet in Final Round for 
the Racquet Championship. 


Waterbury Makes a Plucky Fight, but 
Is Outclassed by the’ Bostonian— 
Whitney Defeats Paton. 


Quincy A. Shaw, Jr.; of Boston and 
Payne Whitney of the New York Racquet 
and Tennis Club will meet to-morrow at 
the latter club to determine the racquet 
championship of the United States. THe 
semi-final round was played yesterday and 
to-day the finalists Will take a rest. in 
preparation for the supreme match. Shaw 
was the runner-up last year in Boston to 
Clarence Mackay, but the latter has been 
unable to defend his title this year, and the 
opinion of the critics is that Shaw will 
carry off the championship this season. 
He has played a very consistent and steady 
game ever since the annual tournament 
started in the courts of the New York 
Racquet and Tennis Club last Monday, and 
has also shown no little brilliancy in mak- 
ing difficult situations for his opponents 
and getting out of difficulties skillfully 
himself. 

Shaw met Lawrence Waterbury of the 
home clib in one of the semi-final rounds 
and won by 3 sgts to 1) while Payne Whit- 
ney and Mort®6n 8. Paton, both of the 
local club, made up the other pair, and 
Whitney also won by 3 sets to 1. 

The Shaw-Waterbury match was decid- 
edly the better of the two. More snap 
marked the play, there were finer situa- 
ticns in it, and the results were closer, and 
sO more exciting. Shaw tookwthe first two 
sets without much difficulty, winning by 
15 to 8 and 15 to 6 respectively. Water- 
bury came up to his best form in the third 
set and won what was the easiest set of 
the match, by 15 to 4. He won entirely by 
his service, getting 15 aces. It as an 
admirable exhibition of that feature of the 
game, and Waterbury never showed to bet- 
ter advantage. Both of the men are pow- 
erful servers, but on the whole, Shaw had 
a trifle the better of-it in this respect, but 


Waterbury, nevertheless, outclassed the 
Bostonian in the third set. 

The fourth set was the star contest of 
the day.

Waterbury’s invincible serves 
continued unabated in the next set, and to 
the surprise of all, he won and had the 
game even at 17 all. 

The fifth and final set in this closing 
section of the game began amid the most 
intense exciternent. Waterbury, having won 
the previous set, had the honor and served 
a fast ball. It was promptly returned by 
Shaw, one of the prettiest plays of the day.

‘New Yorkers Beaten in Hoboken 
Rink by the Visitors. 


Only Two of the Five American Teams 
Were Successful Against the Royal

The Rey. Dr. John Kerr, with over a 
score of Scotch curlers representing the 
Reyal Caledonian Curling “Club of Scot- 
land, invaded Hoboken yesterday and won 
a bonspiel of five rinks from a combina- 
tion of New York, Jersey City, and Boston 
experts, by.a score of 70 to 62.

‘Those who have been complaining of 


the market's dullness found a fresh com- 
plaint yesterday. Dealings were more 


‘active by a half almost, but the stocks 


'Wwhich held their own were rare excep- 


tions. Right through the list run declines 


“averaging probably more than a point. 


In the case of the most active security, 
Amalgamated, the net decline was two 
points, and there were larger falls upon 
Jess active properties. There was no 
Mews adequate to explain so general a 
movement, but obscure rumors affecting 
@ local traction company’s finances were 
passed about in a manner well adapted 
to produce all the effect possible. Simul- 
taneously somebody began to sell stocks 
vigorously, and this, supervening upon 
the general unsettled situation, caused 
the natural and perhaps desired result. 
The fall in Metropolitan was dispropor- 
tionate to the story, if true, but respon- 
sible officials gave it explicit and unre- 
served denials. The details will be found 
elsewhere. Here it is only necessary to 
mention that incident by way of explain- 
ing weakness not traceable to any dis- 
closure affecting intrinsic values, or the 
general situation. Other tractions sym- 
pathized both in the rather severe fall 
and in the later reaction, which left the 
group above the day’s low point. To 
all appearances it was a workmanlike op- 
eration. As the disquieting rumors date 
back some days, they perhaps explain 
some things previously difficult to un- 
derstand, and in this sense their cul- 
mination yesterday may prove a relief 
to a situation possible to describe as 
“ex-mystery.” 

The weekly reports of the Banks of 
Engiand and France do not strengthen 
the prospects of exports of gold. The 
Bank of France increased its gold by 
9,925,000f., and decreased its discounts 
28.700,000f. The situation in Paris is 
easy and relaxing. The Bank of Eng- 
land reports an increase of public depos- 
its by £2,043,000, showing a continuance 
of the absorption of funds by tax col- 
lections which have been sweeping the 
market bare of floating funds, and make 
it possible and necessary to maintain the 
Bank’s discount rate unchanged from the 
figure which causes talk of gold exports 
here. The Bank’s statement is sligatly 
unfavorable as compared with the pre- 
vious week, but is better than for the 
corresponding week last year. Cotton 
makes exchange so far that it is prudent 
in this connection to be watchful re- 
garding the bull movement which may 
check exports of this important com- 
modity. Yesterday the price reached the 
season’s maximum, $5 having been added 
to the price of each bale within three 
weeks upon an almost uninterrupted ad- 
vance. 

There was continued talk of firmness 
of tone in the time-money market, both 
actual and anticipated. But brokers 
seem to be pretty well supplied with 
funds, and bankers expressed no doubt 
about being able to accommodate their 
customers. The calls upon the banks are 
of the best sort—agricultural, commer- 
cial, and industrial—the sort of borrow- 
ing which uses money to make money of 
the solidest sort. When this borrowing 
demand decreases, Wall Street may have 
cheaper funds, but it will not have bet- 
ter times upon that account.

FERRYBOAT GOES ASHORE |WESTERLEIGA COLLEGE 


Soldiers: on Governors Island Res- 
cue Pierrepont’s Passengers. 


Many Scrub Women Were on Board 
the Vessel, Which Was Pulled 
Off at High Tide. 


With the temperature below zero and 
a-high wind blowing from the west, the 
ferryboat Pierrepont of the Hamilton Ave- 
nue ferry line, which left her slip at the 


foot of Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn, at 5 
o'clock yesterday morning, went ashore on 
the east end of Governors Island, and was 
stranded until fioon, when the tide rose 
and a tug was able to pull her off. 

The passengers on the ferryboat, of 
whtose number estimates were made from 
50 to 500, were thrown into a panic by the 
accident, and, although n6é one was in- 
jured, great excitement reigned for some 
time. A few of the passengers were taken 
off the ferryboat by the soldiers on the 
island, and sheltered in the shed of the 
Quartermaster’s Stores. Others were taken 
off by the Government tug Col. W off 
and the tug E. S. Atwood and the ferryboat 


Whitehell. 

, It was the Pierrepont’s first trip for the 
day. The greater part of her passengers 
on this trip consist of scrub women, who 
are-employed-in the office buildings down 
towh. Besides the passengers, there were 
several teams of horses attached to heavily 
ladén trucks, which were taken off on the 
ferryboat Whitehall, of the same line, with 
the exgeption of two teams and trucks and 
a horse and cab. The men’s cabin was 
used as a shelter for the horses from the 
cold. wind, while the work of pulling the 
vessel off the rocks was in progress. 

The accident was caused by the steering 

ear getting out of order and jamming. 

he strong outgoing tide and the high wind 

swept the ferryboat down the Buttermilk 
Channel, and the ferryboat finally landed 
on the rocks at the eastern and of Gov- 
ernors Island. 

The séntry on guard there notified Sergt. 
Ditsel of the accident, and a squad of sol- 
diers took plonks and laid them from ti 
sea wall of the island to the deck of the 
ferryboat. Only a few of the passengers 
ventured across this makeshift bridge. 

A thorough examination was made of the 
vessel after she was pulled off, and it was 
found that she had not been injured by the 
accident. 


SCHOONER SUNK OFF COAST. 


The Hargraves in Collision with Un- 
known Schooner—Crew Picked Up 


by Steamer Goldsboro. 

The Philadelphia Clyde Line freighter 
Goldsboro, docking at 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, brveught into port the crew of 
the four-masted schooner R. and T. Har- 
graves of New Haven, Norfolk for Provi- 
dence, coal laden, which sank after col- 
lision. with an unknown  four-masted 
schooner off Little Egg Harbor on the Jer- 
f#ey coast carly yesterday morning. 

The crew of. the Hargraves consisted of 
Capt. C. W. Chatfield, Charles A. Larson, 
mate; Oscar Nelson, James Monahan, Gus- 
tav Petersen, John Caldwell, Albert C. 
Knight, engineer, and Nicholas Roskam, 
cook. They were taken from the yaw! boat 
of the Hargraves moored alongside at 
6:15 oiclock in the morning. 

According to the story of the mate, who 
Was at the wheel, the Hargraves was sail- 
ing close hauled on the port tack at 1:40 
o'clock with her red light clearly visible 
when the unknown schooner was sighted, 
free before the wind and sailing Mght. As 
2 collision seemed imminent, Nelson put 
the wheel up to bring the Hargraves into 
ihe wind, but not in time to prevent the 
crash.- The unknown struck the Hargraves 
on the port side just forward of the miz- 
zen rigging, tore out.the chain plates, and 
carried away the mizzen and spanker top- 
masts, at the same time snapping her own 
jibboom. She veered off and was soon 
lost in the darkness. 

The Hargraves began at once to take 
water, and by the time the pumps were 
manned had four feet of water in her hold. 
The pumps were kept at work all night 
without success, and when the Goldsboro 
Was sighted shortly befdare 6 o'clock there 
was nine feet of water in the hold. 

First Officer Wainright of the Goldsboro 
was on watch when the Hargraves's sig- 
nal light was sighted at 5:5@ and put the 
Steamer over toward the schooner. The 
crew was alongside in a yawl boat and the 
decks of the Hargraves were awash. They 
were taken aboard the Geldsboro without 
incident. The schooner was sunk in seven 
fathoms oz water, and was, he said, dan- 
gerous to navigation. The Hargraves was 
yuilt at Camden, Me., in 1891. She was 173 


feet over all, 39 feet beam, and 783 tons 
burden. 


URGE 1,000-TON BARGE CANAL. 


Chamber of Commerce Opposes the Bill 
to Legislate the Rapid Transit 
Commission Out of Office. 


The February business meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce was held yesterday 
in the Hall of the Chambcr. First Vice 
President Edward J. Simmons presided, 
President Morris K. Jesup being absent 
from the city. 

A. B. Hepburn, for the Committee on In- 
ternal. Trade and Improveznent, presented 
a resolution/urging the Lezislature 10 ap- 
propriate sutficient money: for ihe erec- 
tion of a State building an: for a suitable 
exhibit at the St. Louis Hvposition. @the 
resolution was adopted. Mr Hepburit also 
presented a resolution, which was adopted 
unanimously, opposing ihe »assase of the 
bill which proposes to legislate out of ex- 
istence the present Rapid Transit Com- 
mission. 

Another resolution presented by Mr. Hep- 
burn approved the proposition before the 
Legislature to improve the Erie Canal,: the 
Oswego and the Champlain Canals, in the 
manner proposed by what is “known as the 


Thousand-ton Barge Canal bill. The reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted and copies, 
under the seal of the Chamber, will be sent 
to the Governor and to members of the 
Legislature. 

George F. Seward, Chairman of the 
Committe on State and Municipal Taxation, 
brought \up the subject of taxation of 
mortgages, with a proposition demading 
a recording tax of 1% per cent., part of 
the proceeds to go to the State. Mr. Sew- 
ard’s resvlution and compromise proposi- 
tion were adopted. This places the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on record as against tax- 
ation of mortgages, but in favor of a re- 
cording tax of per cent. 

The ndon Chamber of Commerce sent 
a letter of thanks for the reception given 
to its delegates at the recent opening of 
the new building of the New York Cham- 
-ber. A resolution was also adopted oppos- 
ing the bill to repeal the provisions of the 
laws of 1901 exempting from taxation ‘the 
amount held by insurance companies as an 
unearned premium fund.

Three Hundred Pupils of Richmond. 


Borough School Get Out Safely— 
Instructor Injured. 


One man was seriously injured and 300 
pupils were badly frightened in a fire 
which destroyed the Westerleigh College, a 
private school, at Westerleigh, Richmond 
Borough, about noon yesterday. The man 
injured is Louis Griffith, a music instructor 
at the college. He jumped from a third- 
story window to the ground, a distance of 
seventy-five feet, breaking his right ankle 
and bruising his body. 

The fire was discovered in the basement 
by Prof. Wilbur Strong, head of the school. 


He went to the classrooms and notified the 
teachers, and the children were marched 
first to the cloak room in the gymnasium, 
and then out of the building. 

The flames spread rapidly and when Mr. 
Griffith decided td leave the building, the 
exit by way. of the stairs was cut off, 
Running to a window on the third floor, he 
opened it, and stood out on the sill.. John 
Carman, a painter, was working on a bulld- 
ing close by; he saw Mr. Griffith, and 
shouted to him to wait, as he would get a 
ladder, but Mr. Griffith paid no heed and 
jumped. He was taken to the 8. R. Smith 
Infirmary. 

The building was a three-story frame 
structure, in which there were twelve class- 
rooms. There was a staff of sixteen teach- 
ers besides Prof. Strong. Thé fire* was 
caused by a defective flue. Forty thousand 
dollars will fully cover the damage. 


SOFT COAL MEN ORGANIZE. 


Operators Form a Trade Association 
Partly to Keep an Eye on Exports _ 
and Imports. 


#,, Was announced yesterday that the 
Bituminous Coal Trade Association, which 
was formed by the soft coal operators in 
the Hotel Walton, Philadelphia, two days 
ago, will hold its first businéss meeting in 
a week or ten days in this city and will 
make New York its headquarters. An 
Executivé Committee of the association was 
formed, which will hold monthly meetings 
in this city. 

The Executive Committee is as follows: 
R.. M..Lovell ef Borden & Lovell, New 
York, Chairman; E.-J. Berwind, of the Ber- 
wind-White Coal Mining Company, New 
York; Robert Mitchell, George E. Scott, 
and Col. J. B. Corryell, Philadelphia; W. G. 
Sharp of the Somerset Coal Company, New 


York; W. De L.. Walbridge of the American 
Coal Company, New York; W. C. Bullitt, 
Philadelphia; T. T. Boswell, Baltimore; W. 
C, Atwater of Atwater & Co.,, New York; 
Cc. B. Orcutt of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Coal Agency Company, New York; A. G. 
Yates of the Rochester and Pittsburg Coal 
and Iron Company, Rochester, and William 
D. Kelly of Philadelphia. 

Henry 8S, Fleming, Secretary of the as- 
sociation, said yesterday that this was the 
first association of soft coal operators since 
the Soft Coal Tide Water Association dis- 
banded in. 188. Efforts had been going on 
for nearly a year to form it. 

“‘It takes in all the principal and most 
of the small soft coal operators in the West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania fields from Po- 
cahontas to Clearfield,’’ he continued. ‘ At 
the conference in Philadelphia the question 
of fixing a price for bituminous coal came 
up. It was decided that the association will 
not fix prices. The principal objects will 
be to collect statistics of the trade, to agi- 
tate for a supply of more cars from the 
coal-carrying companies, to keep specula- 
tors as far as possible out of the business, 
and to keep an eye on exports and imports. 
The forming of the association is the carry- 
ing out of an idea that has been talked of 
for years. It is not a trust or a corpora- 
tion, but is necessary in order to regulate 
the trade.’’ 


ML. MUHLEMAN ACCUSED. 


Arrested on a Charge of Withholding 
Books of the Old Firm of 
A. D. Meloy & Co. 


Maurice L. Muhleman, a“broker living at 
214 West One Hundred and Twelfth Street, 
for more than twenty-five years connected 
with the United States Sub-Treasury in this 
city and for several years Deputy Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States, was ar- 
rested yesterday on a charge of grand lar- 
ceny.

and Forty-first: Street, who is a clerk. in 
the present firm of A. D. Meloy & Co. 
Magistrate. Breen set the examination for 
Feb. 25, and in the meantime Mr. Muhle- 
man was paroled in the custody of his 
courisel. 

Mr. Muhleman subsequently 
following statement: 

“While Mr. Meloy was in Mexico on a 
business trip, Donnelly, who was formerly 
a elerk:- in the employ of A.-D. Meloy & 
Co., came to the-office of Meloy, Muhle- 
man & Crippen, and took some of the A. 
D. Meloy & Co. books away. I know 
nothing of the books of the firm of A. D. 
Meloy & Co., and when a demand was 
made on me in the absence of. Mr. Meloy 
from the city I had no authority to give 
them up, even if I had possession of them. 
They are not in my possession or under 
my control.”’ 

Andrew D. Meloy, formerly of the firm 
of A. D. Meloy & Co., now. the partner of 
Mr. Muhleman, was arraigned in Jefferson 
Market Court on Wednesday, charged with 
withholding $12.500 of the stock of the old 
firm of A. D. Meloy & Co. ‘The complaint 
was made by the Treasurer of the old firm. 
The trouble, it is said, grew out of some 
deals*in the Olid Terrible Mining Company.

LEGAL NOTES. 


Horses KILLED BY BEES.—In a case lately 

fore the Supreme Court-of Iowa (Parsons 

. Manser, 98 Northwestern Reporter 86) 
it appeared that plaintiff, a peddler of med- 
icines, hitched his horses to a post in front 
of defendant's yard, where there were.two 
bee gums about twenty-five feet away, and 
three more ten or twelve feet further on, 
and went. into defendant’s house. The 
horses were attacked by the bees and killed. 
The post,was erected by defendant, and 
horses when hitched to it were in the 
course the bees were likely to take. De- 
fendaht knew that the bees were prone to 
attac§ horses perspiring, if néar them. The 
court ‘held that defendant’s negligence in 
respect to the,situation of the bees and his 
knowledge of their propensities was a ques- 
tion for the ire It appeared that the 
hives were painted white, were about two 
feet above the ground, and- were in clear 
view, from the road, so that the plaintiff 
could have seen them had he looked. The

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KRONPRINZ IN COLLISION 


German Liner Struck the Briton, 
Leaving Southampton. 


Passengers at Cherbourg Cruised in a 
Tender at Night, Vainly Waiting 
for the Liner—Belgian Charge 
d’Affaires Arrives. 


With stern rails smashed, upper davits 
and stanchions crushed, and signs of 
trouble, the Kronprinz Wilhelm of the 
North German: Lloyd Steamship Line ar- 
rived in port yesterday morning after an 
adventurous and very rough passage from 
Bremen. The boat had her port side of 
the stern dented, her upper deck rail 
smashed, one of the davits smashed, and 
some of the stanchions in the stern bent. 

She was in collision with the British 
steamship Briton on Feb. 11, as she was 
leaving Southampton. The Briton was in 
port, and the German vessel struck her 
while the Kronprinz was leaving South- 
ampton for Cherbourg, according to the 
passengers. The Kronprinz left Bremen 
late owing to a fog in’ the North Sea, and 
Was several hours late in leaving South- 
ampton. She was being towed through 


the narrow channel at Southampton when, 
the passengers said, they were startled 
while at dinner by a crashing noise. 

There was some excitement for a short 
time, and the big liner cruised around for 
some time to.try and locate the other 
vessel. She had disappeared in the fog, 
however, and the search was given up, and 
the..Kronprinz put back to Southampton. 
After a survey of the place where the acci- 
dent occurred, it was decided to continue on 
her way. She therefore left for Cherbourg 
immeédiately afterward, 

Charles 8S. Francis, ex-Minister to Greece 
and Roumania, who was .a passenger, tak- 
ing the boat at Cherbourg, said: 

** We went out in the tender at Cherbourg 
at 11:30 at night, in very cold weather 
with a. light drizzling rain. The tender 
cruised around until 2 A. M., and then put 
back, and we went to a hotel for the night. 
We were taken care of by the steamship 
company. On Thursday morning at 8 
o'clock we again went out on the tender 
and this time picked up the Kronprinz at 
4 P. M,, nearly a day late.” 

Among the passengers on board was 
Ferdinand Van Derheid, the Charge d’Af- 
faires of Belgium ta Venezuela. Mr. Van 
Derheid said he was going to see Minister 
Bowen at Washington to try to get a set- 
tlement of the claims of Belgium against 
Venezuela. 
is 18,000,000 francs and the continuation of 
the construction of the water works at 
Caracas by Belgian engineers. He hopes 
to make a treaty with Minister Bowen.
